In thefe laft and worfi daies we complained 
and not without caufe,: gf fdnjcdeolhiihg from^ 
the true Religion to Popi(biijperRitionibutif 
the holy Law of God bee brought into con* 
tempt^ we may fcareamore dangerous defefti- 
on, by laying open a gap ro all iicentioufneffe 
and profanenefle 4'. yea . to impious and blafphe- 
moibs Atheifme, . it. the Lord bee not mercifull 
vnto vs,and mindful! of his couenant, which in 
the Sonne of his loue he hath made wich vs.. 

Some of the. Papifts faai^ beene fo bold as to 
racpout the iedond Commandementi left the 
brightne0t of this glafle Cbould difcouer and re- 
buke the vgly vi%cl:>f their Imagery and Idola^ 
try. Andiome;.afour.Pioteftants haue beene 
fo flat and ib; broad againft the Sabbath 1 in hke 
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cafe, that they haue laboored to ftrike z\ and 
ftrikeouc tbefouirth alfo. And lome Anabaj)tift5 
and Libertines, baue beene io aodncioi^ as to 
abrogate and aboli(h not only the fifcConiman* 
dement, touching foueraignty and fubiedion, but 
even the whole Morall XjMf in euery part and par- 
cell, line and kafe of it.

(q doe tbefe alio re(i& the Truth. : but they fball 
prtuaiteno iongey^ for their folly flialt be iiKide

notmng that might he for his adsuntage^ Fourthly^ in con-^ 
futinghis opinion^ euenbyhis owne r»knejfes^ andconfir'^ 
nm^ the office and Vfe of the Morafk Lawhy his hefi 
friends ^anamany otherMth ancient and wtodernejimters.

Neither did he diftingui/h betweenethe 
true beleeuers and others, but writ to them that profeffed 
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Chrijt,calbng them aU brethren I o, times in thst Efifile^ 

Mndjhewes them all that they are now no more vnderthe 

Larv^ cap. 4. FirfibjtheSlmiXtoftheHeire, andi^ter 

hy an allegory of the Freewoman and the "Bond, and ca. 5. 

exhorts them to fiandfafi in that liberty, yet not as an oc- 

capon to thefleP?^ hnt hy hue toferue one another^ which is 

as mnch as if they hadfutfiUed the Law.

Now as there 
were fome of thefe Heretikes that rofe vp in armes^ as

^ Valcntinians, the Manichies, the Arrians, the Do- 

Inatiils, and many other) fb there were fome of the 
fame litter, ftirred vp by Satan, as AihoftM, to barke 
againft LMcfes^ and the Prophets, the Morall Law, 
and the whole Old Teftament (as the > Marcionifts, 
and Manichies, BaiUidians, Cerdonians, and ^ many 
others) as AHgufline teftifieth, who alfo wrote two 
/pedall bookes of purpoft, Qontra Adverfarium legis 
& Prophetarum. Dmutm in Angufi. de Bdrefthus. 
And as the flames which the former fort of Heretikes 
kindled in the Church are not yet fo fully quenched, 
but that here and there fome brands taken out of 
thofe fires (as out of that of ^mw, which as ^ lerome 
witnelfeth, hadalmofl fet the whole world ia com- 
buftion) doe now and then flye abroad to worke like 
mifchicfe : So neither are the HereHes of the latter fort

as ^^ lehoiakifn gauc vnto. Icremies Prophecie, when 
in a furious paflion he cut it in peeces, and caft it into 
the fire $ or as if men had reiolued to fay vnto the 
Lord, *^ T)ef art from vs^ for we defire not the kftow^ 
ledge of thj vpaies* Who is the Almightie that rve fhould 
feme him, and what profit Jhallwe haue, if we f raj vnto 
him? *7 ijct vs breaks afunder thefe bands , and caft 
a!wajthefe coards fromvs, we will not haue this man to 
^^ruleofisrvs. Suchmetall as this, and of the fame 
flampe, coined in the mint of mans reafon, and 
bearing the image, not of ^^^r, but of Chrill(as 
though it muil needs palTe for currant amongll all 
that profeiTe the Gofpell) being of late come abroad, 
and put into my hands $ I held ic requificc to make 
fome '^ triallofit, and for that end to bring it to the 
touchftone of Gods woxd, and to weigh icm the bal- 
lance of the San£luarie, that (as farre as well we may) 
we may iudge aright both of the. worth and weight 
of it. The coyne that is.fufpcfted to be but bafc me- 
tall, and going for gold to be ar the bcft but copper

friends. Nay further, had you beene of opinion, that 
euentheMoralltawasitwasgiuenby God to Mofes^ 
and bfMofes to the Church of the lewes, is now in 
fome circumftances of time, place, perfons, tables> 
Teftament, manner,meafure,terror,rjgor,and the like, 
* altercdand changed in the Church of Chrift fince 
his death : you would notlthinke haue found many 
( if any at all) much differing and dilfenting from you. 
But feeing you haue drawne out your fword (fuchas 
itis ) againft the whole Law otMofes, notagainft the 
Ceremoniall and Judicial J only, bur eucn againft the I 
Morall aUb, and that, pot to alter or change it in fome 
drcumftance, but to abrogate and abolilh the very 
fubflanceof it, and that not in pan, but wholly too $ 
I know not the man that will fland with you,(lrike one 
flroake for you, or bid youfo much as God fpeed in 
thiscaufe, orcourfc ' When y^4rtf^ and Miriam xok 
againft Mofes in great bitterneire both of fpirit and 
fpeech,theLordtookethem vp fharply wich this re- 
buke, Myfcru4Mt Mofes is fmbfuU in mU mj houfcy 
howthenwere jeenot afraid to fpeake af^ainfl mj feruant 
<^Mofis? I make no doubt but euen at this day the 
Lord doth reckon of the Morall Law as of his feruant, 
ca and dothefteemeit in his vfe afaithfull feruant in 
is Church alfo : how then were not you afiraid to 
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fpcakc, to write, to fight with all the wit and power 
you haue againft the whole body of the Moral! Law ? 
and that not onely to weaken the credit and power of 
it, but vtterly to abolifli the very fubftance and being 
of ic therewithall i Seemeth it a fmall matter in your 
eies, abfolutely to abolifli both Ceremoniall and lu- 
diciall Law, ^ which yet retaine a ^ fpirituall and 
moiall e<]uity,and as they are part of Gods Word (hall 
endure for euer, but you mufl needs deale in like fort 
with the Morall Law alfo ? You are farrc I hope from 
^ Hamans minde, though in this your courfes be not 
much vnlike : he thought fcome to lay hands on 
Mordeeai alone, therefore he fought to deftroy the 
whole people of the lewes in one day : . and you 
thinkefcorne to abolifli the Ceremoniall and ludici- 
all law alone, and therefore you (tdat to deftroy the 
whole Morall Law of God alfo. If ^ Icremie held 
them to bee of a cruell difpoHtion, that deuifed de- 
uices againft him, faying, Let vs defiroy the tree mth 
the frmt thereof ^ dnd let vs eta him ef from the land of 
the li$$ing9 that hi^ 9Mme be no more remembred : of 
what difpofidon then fliall wee take you to be, that 
would cut d5\^c this tree of Gods. Law, together 
with the fruit thereof, firft ^ planted in Paradife in 
che heart oftyfdam, fome roots whereof doe yet re- 
maine in the naturall man, which being g rraoA 
planted by grace into the heart of the regenerate and 
fpirimall, and there rooted by faith, watered by the 
word, and warmed by the fpirit, doe yeeld fwect 
fruits of righteoufneffe and holinelte to the praiie and 
glory ofGodbyChriftlefus. But feeing we caimot 
my your hand, let vs fee if we can takeaway the dint 
of your ftroake, and abate the edge of your axe, 
wherewith you ftrike to deftroy the whole Morall 
Law. .Wherein howfocucr we may faile, yet are we 
well allured, that rather fliall the head fly from the 
helue, and bothfaU into the bottomleilc pit, and you 
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ciy oucand confdTc^ as once one ot the (bnnes of the 
+ Prophets did in fuch a cafe, Alas mafier, it rvds but 
borrowed, than euer this tree of the Morall law of God 
fliallbehewendownebyyour hands. 

And fiift I cannoc but admire againe your high 
conceit ot yourfelfc, great confidence in your caufe, 
and fetlcd rcfolucion to ^ ftand ftoutly to the defence of 
itjforwhereasyourfriendtowhom you write might 
thinkethatbyreafonof yourflackneflfe, you didfamt 
in the cauCe ( as you obieft for Iiim ) you anfwer for 
" your felfe in thefe words : 'But it is fdrre ctherwife 
** mthme^for rA.* more that I confider of it ^ them^re I 
am confirmed in the truth ofit^ and the more Idifcerne 
of the many errors that arlfe out of the ignorance of the 
true difference betweene the Law and the ^offeiL 
Bigge words, melTcngers of a braue heart. Your caufe 
(concerning the whole abolifhingof the whole Mo- 
rall Law ) ii now no longer a bare alfertion^ but t 
fetled perfwafion^foryouare conflhrned in the truth 
fit, neither came you vnto this by any light opinion, 
. »uc by mature deliberation I for you haue more and 
more conjUered of it 2 and wis confideradba hath 
brought you with it, a greater meafure of illumina- 
tion, for by the light of tnis truth you are able to di- 
fceme many errors which ( by reafbn of their blinde 
ignorance ) none elfe can fee, but fuch as you thinke 

Sood to lend your fpeAacles vnto^ to difcouer them, 
ind from all thcfe arifeth your courage and refolution, 
that it is fo farre from you to faint in the caufe, that be- 
ing more and more confirmed in the truth of it, you 
are now Billy refolued to fet your beft wits, and your 
friends aworkefloutly to maintaine and defendit. But 
what faid the ^ King of Ifrad to the King of Syria, 
Let notbimthdtgirdethonhis harneffe, boafi him/elf e 
as he that putteth it of. Be not fo confident that your 
building will ftand, vnldfe the foundation be fure, 
and the firamc found and good. If the ^ foundation I * 
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The office and^fe of the MoraH Law 

be land, and chef ram c 7 hayandftubble^itwillncuer 
abide the touch, much lelTe the force either of water or 
offire.Many there are chat build Caftlcsin the airc,and 
thinkc them to be turrets of truth and forts of defence: 
Bat when the Lord fliaU awaken them out of their 
drcame, anc] anoint their cies with the ^ eie-falues of 
grace and ^ tn|th,they fliall then fee that what they 
buiitwasbutvpoa the fand of fancie, not vpon the 
rocke of Faith^ and their whole frame more, like the 
*° Xower of Biibely then the fort of ^^ Sion. For as. 
'^ theRicKmans riches are his.ftroBg tower^ but only 
in his owne imagination \ fo arethe poore mans fancies 
his foitrdfes of faith and truth, but alas only in his. 
owne ^^ vainc conceit and opinion. 

But to make way vnto your matter, you feemc ta 
giue fome rcafon of this your great confidence and re- 
" {i:^^x^^QViybecaHfe {(zyYoyi) the igmrance of the true 
" difference betweene the Lavg and the Go^ell, doth 
" br^edmany errors which jou, haue difcernedy and the ^\

" dofirine in its Urmfer vfe.And for this you cite Lntherf (/ 
on G^lat. 3 a I , Your ignorance of this difference hath] 
bred this your error touching the vtter abolifliing of 
theMorallLaw,as * lerenaus obferued of the Marci- 
ony&iiOmnes cjtU fmt maU fententia^ CMofis legem. 
diffimilem&centrariamEHangehj do£irutd arbitrantes, 
jamnonfunt c§nverftHt differentia Htrtufjue Teftamen- 
ti'in<]uirerent canfas. You (hall anon haue a particular 
anlvvcrto your owne reafon. But firftof all, feeing you. 
haue appealed vnto Luther y vnto Luther (hall you.goq. 
Thatwhicbyoualledgeoutof himon Gal.$.it. wc 
doc willingly acknowledge as good, and wholforac 
doarine 5 which how little it will ftandyou in (lead, 
nay how much rather it ftands againft your opinion, 
you (hallhcarcby andby,if firft wee may hcarcLnther 
plainly deliuer hisiudgcmcnttouchin^thc abolifliing 

or continuing oi the morall.taw* Writing vpon the 
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fame Epifilc and chapter which you cite, and vtrf. 14. 
hchath(asyoumay rcadc)rhcfe words: The ^ Inui" twfc.inCaLj. 
vfi of the LavP is to teach me, that I am brought (* vcir.14. 
tht kno-mUage cf mj Jintie ^nd hnrnt/ed, that fe Im^ 
ceme via Chrifiaud he inflified bj faith. "But fail h 
is neither Law nor werke, ittt tn ajfwed eenftdenee 
which offreherdeth Chrifi who is the end cf the Law, 
Kotn, 10. /4rd liowt not that he hath ahclifhed the 
e/dLaVfUtid giuen a New, or that he is a Iidge that 
mufi he pacified 6j werkfs, ajthePafi({sh-iite taught, 
' ft he if the erd of the Lavp to all thtfe that heJeeue, 
•at is to fay, euery one that heleeueih in him is righ' 
temt, Mtidthe Law Jhallneuer accufe him j The Law 
then is goad, holjandinfi, fethatamati vfe it as he 
[beuld dot. By which euidcncc we may iuflly giuc 
fentcnccbothagaiiiftyouropinion (forthc wholes- 
bolilhing of the whole Morall Law ) and againftyoiir 
allegation alfo out of Luther, vjion whom you wouW 
fachcrchcbafeandballard itiiitof your owne braine, 
comakcitcichermorcplaufiblc or more probable by 
chismcancsifor may we not hence moft etudcitly con- 
cludcthacZjv/r(i^r/iudgement concerning the Morall 
Law is this : £1 il, that it is noc abolifli ed : fccondly, that 
it is of good vfe : thirdly, that it fcructh to bring vs to 
the knowledge and fcnlc of finne ; fourtlily, that it 
driucthvsoutof ourfclues and our owne rightcouf- 
nclfewhichisof thcLaw,- to feekc for nebteoufneire 
by faith in Chrift only ; fifcly, tliat ChxiS hath noc a- 
boliflicd theold Xaw : fixtly, that the Law may be 
faid to be at an end in Clirift, becaufc as it cannot iurti- 
fie, fo can it not iuftly accufe or terrific any that arc 
righteous by faith in him : lallly, that the Gofpell 
dothnotabolifhthenatureand right vfe of the Law, 
( fotaccording to the Apoftic,the Law is I]oIy,iuftjand 
good ) but only taketh out of the hearts of true belec- 
uers the accufing and accurfing power of it. Wliich 
points beJugfoapparantJycontrarie to your pofition, 
D 1 
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I haue the more fully and dillinfUy fee downe for you' 
better fatisfaftion, that you may cither let fall your opi- 
nion^ feeing you haue Z^/i&^rj both hean and hand a-* 
gainftit^orelfe^neuerrunagaine vnder his wing to 
feekeforanyfuccoaror (helcer for the fame. 1 now 
come vnto your reafon which youfeeme to alledge. 
for your fo great confidence in this caufe : namely, 
" Becanfe the ignorance of the true difference betweene 
** the L^iw anathe Go[peUdoth breed many ^rr^r/, which 
'* you fay you haue already difcerned, and the true 
" knowledge of this difference ksefeth all Chrifiian do- 
" Urine in its frofer vfe. 

In which words what doe you elfe but eftablifli that 
which you goe about to abolifh ? For whiles you fay 
you difceme many errors to arife out of the ignorance, 
and much good to come in, by the knowledge of the 
difference betweene the Law and the Gofpell, doe you 
not fee your owne error and ignorance herein alfo, 
that laying it downe in your poHtion for found and 
tt^tAoQ(xmt\thai the whole law of Mofes is wholly 
iA§lifhed\ yo{inotwithlUnding doe acknowledge not 
only that the ^ Law is^ but alfo that it is of good^ and 
great vfe, pulling downe with the one hand that which 
you hauebuilt, or would build with the other : for if 
the whole Law of tJ\4,ofeshz abolifhed, then the igno- 
rance of it will breed no error,, nor the knowledge of 
it can build no truth : for young Logicians can tell vs^ 
that Npn entis non efi a£tio nee fcientia. 

Ag^ine, if the whole Law be wholly abolilhcd,itis 
notpoffible it ftiould be -diftinguifticd by any diffe- 
rence from thcGofpell; for as Nonentis non efijcientia, 
fo Non entis non eft differentia. What difference can be 
defigned betwixt that which is not, and that which is, 
that which is wholly abolifhed ,and that which is efla- 
** blilhed? If you fay as before,that the difference of the 
" Law from the Go^ell may be knowne and acknowledge 
'* ed,and be of good and great v/J jjhen I fay you arc too 

bold 
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" bold in your allercion to maincaine that the whole 

'* Law is wholly abolijhed : for if this were true, you leaue 

the L^w neither breath nor being , neither nature nor 

yfe, neither fubftance nor circumftanee, neither diffe- 

jrencenor ° Accidence 5 neither place in the bookeof 

God, nor foniuch as a nights lodging vnder the roofe 

of the Church of God. Which to attirme bccaufe it 

were both abfurd and impious , I hope vpon better 

aduiceyou will fee, and acknowledge, that your point 

was cut out too long and too large,when you thus fet it 

** downe.The point is thiSyThat the whole Law of Mo- 

" [es is wholly aholijhedi & the rather, becaufe you haue 

now cut itfliorter & narrower with your owne hands, 

telling vs that it is not abolilhed [for it is] nor wholly 

abolifted [for it is of good vfe] k hath elfence and difFe- 

rence,and may be knowne,and not onely knowne in it 

felfe,but dijlirtgpdlhed from the Gojpell, and the di(lin£l 

knowledge hereof fo profitable and needfiiU, that the 

ignorance hereof is a mother of many errors dangerous 

and hurtful If I acknowledge this with you for a truth, 

then muft you acknowledge with me your pofition 

for an error , and if you will iiaue your pofition [ That 

the whole Law is wholh abelijhed] to be true, then is all 

this that you haue fpoken of the profitable and necetfa- 

ry knowledge of the difference of the Law and the Gof- 

pell fidfe. You feeme to boafl: that you faint not in the 

caufe, and that you are confirmed in the truth ofit, but 

confider I pray you , whether you feile not in your 

® courfe, feeing you doe not onely trip and interfere,but 

ftumble and fall at your firft fetting forth : * 1$ the truth 

diuided,or doth the truth differ from it felfe. "^ I fee a 

man may take afall though he doe not faint^and thinke 

himfdfe confirmed in the truth, when.he is vnfetled in 

vncertainties, and diuided from it. Pugnantiatelo^fsi 

non v'tdes ? nbi efl acumen tunm f But to recouer your 

felfe againcyouiay, Z^^rW agreeth with you in this

That the knowledge of the difference of the offices of the 
Law and Cfojpellfs of good and great vfe^ for preferuing 
of true Chrifiian dodrine^ for iudging ofallki^de of life 
andlarves of men, andfor triatloffptrits : And all this 
we willingly grant,& affent vnto. And how I pray you 
doth this point agree with yours5[7'A4^ the whole Lan> 
efMofesiswhoHjabotiJhed?]

Luther you fee doth otherwifc iudge 
of colours then you doc : certainly either your eyes 
were not matches, oryour fpeftaclesnotoithcfamc^ 
nor fo true a Hght as his were. You fay the whole Law 
is wholly abolifhed : he faitb^ and not pndy faith it, but 
proueth it by Scripture too, That it is not wholly abo- 
Uflied, but hath yet his double vfe both ciuill andfpi* 
rituall. ^Q^arm HtfpanHsUi^arcHmScaHrwnPrin* 
cifem SenatUs, focios in arma, ait, eoncitaffe : MarcHS 
Scaur us frincefs Senatus negat: vtri vos, QjMrites conve-^ 
nit credere? You ( I know not who ) fay, that Luther 
aCaptaineof theLords hoall, hath both (lirred vp 
others, and taken armes himfelfe for the abolifhing of 
thewholcMorallLawj Zivri&rr a leader of the Lords 
armies doth vtterly denieit; whether of you two [ 
fliould now be better credited let the Chriftian reader 
ludgc. Bucitmaybeyou take hold of this, that Lu^ 
rA^ mentioneth the ■ abolilhing of the Law, faying 
it is nccdlajy to know and vnderftand well the do* 
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arincof thcabolifliment of chc Law,&c. Gat./^.zy. 
Men that arc in danger of falling or drowning, will 
catch at any thing which may feemc to hclpc them, al- 
though it be vctcrly vnablc to doe them any good. So

faluation, for terrifying, accuHng, condemning thofe 

^_ that are iuftified by faith in Chrift lefus ; fo farre he 

i<M^i^lp;^«2^cknowledgeth, and we with him, that the * Morall 

&Uura^af^.& LawforthefeuHicesand vks is aboli(hcd. The very 

light and euidence of the oppodcion, which in the 
fame fcntence he maketh betwixt Mofes SLnd Chrift^ 
workes and faith, femitude by the Law, and libertie 
by chc Gofpell^ iuftification and condemnation, ter- 
rors and conflicts of confcience, and found and cer- 
taine confolation of the fame, might haue manifefted 
and made knowne thus much vnto you, had you been 
ascarefiill to fceke the truch of his doArine^ and to 
cafte his true meaning in it, as you were willing to feed 
jrour owne fencic only with the bare letters, and leaues

your caufe, as are oppofices and aduerfaries vnto it, and 
cannot but fpeake what they haue heard and feene, 
andfetboch heart and hand againft you. Let Luther 
your firft witneirc fecond myaduice, and if you will 
fuflPer him to fpeake, he will difcouer your ftrange dea- 
ling, in bringing him to giuc euidcnce againft his 
confcience, and to fpeake to your minde that which he 
neuer meant. ^ In the very next page to the words 
which you all edge as his opinion, that the whole Law 
oiMofes is wholly aboliflied,he thus clcereth himfelfe: 
We fay that the*MoraU Lavp ^ or the law of the ten Com- 
mandcments hath no fewer to accufe and terrifie the con^ 
fcience in which Chrifi" lefiu raigneth by his grace ^ for he 
hath abolifhed the power thereof. Marke well his words. 
What hath Chriftaboliflied? The power of thcMo- 
. I rail Law, not the Law it felfc, nor the whole Law 
^ 1 wholly, but the power of it : and what power i not all 
^^owcr,but the power of accufmg, terrifying and con- 
■^ l^emning: and in whom hath itloft this power? not 
I in the wicked, vnregenerate, and reprobate, but in 
I that confcience in which Chriftraignech by his grace. 
And in the page following ^ he hath thefe words to 
the fame purpofe $ when o$trJinne is pardoned through 
Chri/t who is Lord of the Law , the Law being a 
feruanty hath no more power to accufe and condcmne 
vs for finnet and wee are now made free^ forafmuch 
Of the Sonne -hath deliueredvs from bondage. And in 
this fenfe both he, and we, doe acknowledge that the 
Law is wholly abolidied to them that beleeue in Chrift 
Iefus,notwithftanding, ^ itremainethftillinforcc for 
fome fpcciall offices and vfes, both againft tlie wicked, 
and for the godly, and that not only to driue them vn- 
to Chrift, vpon fight and fenfe of their miferie, to 
feeke for releefein his obedience ^ but to dire A them 
. E ^\fa^ 
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alfo how to walkc aright in the waics of God, when 
they arc once come vnto him. Yea and further alfo, 
(becaufeinmanythingswefinneall, andthereis no 
j man that finncth not) thebeftofGods children, euen 
after their etFeftuall calh'ng and conucrlion, (land in 
need offomc of the** offices of theLaw,as i. to know 
the ^natiiro and quaHtie, manner and meafure of their 
finncbythe^ glalfeof thelaw, for as T^Wkncwthat 
concupifcence ( euen without confent ) was finne, be- 
caiifethc Law (that is, the tenth Comraandement) 
faith, Thou /halt not couet : fo he that will findeout his 
(inne,muftdifcoucritby thelight, and meafure it by 
thclincof Gods Ivffyfor finne (faith § lobn ) is trayiK 
gTiffi^in of the Litw^ I loh. 3.4. and PahI affirmetn, 
that rvhereno Lzw Isi there is votrunfgreffi^»^ Rom. 4.

that it is not only yet continued, but alfo for Co ncaira 
ric vfcs, offices, andlauiccs, for euer clbblilhed i cucn 
fo long as there Ihall be any need for a finner to be 
humbled, and of a ^ Sa*uiour to be fought vnto. And 
yet if all this be too little, hearken to his admonition, 
and obfcruc his protdhtion touching this particular, 
and you (hall yet haueamore ample and eft'eduall £i- 
tisfaftion and conuiftion in the fame. ^ Luther on 
Gal. 3.19. Here ladmomfh (faith he ) all fuch as feare 
Gody and efpeciallj fuch as jhall become teachers of 0- 
thers hereafter i that they diligently learne out of ^aul, 
tovftderfiandthetrfie and proper vfe of the Law^ which 
I f care after our time will he trodden vnder foot, and 
vtterly abolijhcdby the enemies of the truth. Hearken I 
pray you to this admonicion, and trie the truth of your 
opinion by chefefourc points contained in it. 1. That 
yet there is a true and proper vfc of the Law. 2. That 
Paul the Apoille doth teach what the true and proper 
vfc of the Law is. 3. That all that feare God, cfpcci- 
allyMiniftcrs, ought to learne it, as he doth teach it. 
4. T hat they are enemies of the truth, that goc about 
to tread it vnder foot and to aboliOi it. And now 
obferuehisproteftation : ^ Forafmuchaswe teach thofe 
things both diligently and faithfully ^ we doe therefore 
plainly teflifiey that we reieU not the Law and worlds, as 
our Aduerfaries doe falfly accufevsy but we doe altoge- 
ther eftabhflj the Law 9 and require the workes thereof 
and we fay that the Law is good and profitable. Put 
your pofition in theballanceand fcale with this prote- 
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ftacion, and it will be found lighter then vanitic it 
fclfc : For firft whereas you fay the law U abrogated^ as 
li it were now of no vfe ac all, Luther faith, it is good 
\ and profitable. Secondly, where you fay the n^hole 
Law is rvhoBjf aboUfhed ( as if you would place it in 
the fame condition with Rahels children for which (he 
mourned bccaufe they were not ) Luther (aith, }Ve doe 
altoji^ether efiablifh the Law ^ and require the workesof 
it. Thirdly, whereas you charge Luther to be one that 
gocthabouttoabolifhorreiefttheLaw, betakes you 
for no friend, but for an Adi^erfary in (b doing, and 
reckons no other of your allegation out of him, but 
as a falfe accufation laid againft him. 

But if Luther will not ferue your turne, you can 
make a frefh fupplie by Tojfanus and Gualter, whom 
you haue fet to ftand in fabfidtis paulo pofl principium : 
And what hcipe can you haue from them, that fpeakc 
nothing more in your caufc, nay much IclFc ( if Iclfe 
can be) then Luther did 5 for where » Toff-anus faith, 
tdcit unm fit T^euty d* una femper fucrit Ecclefia^ 
idetm^ue fubfiantia foedt^yvaria tamen hujusdijpenfatio 
fuityUt aliter agit$ircum hominein infant ia, aliter in a-^ 
dolejcentia^alite^'in m:ttMra^Mte i and yon would here- 
upon conclude,thatthe whole law of il/tT/J'/ is there- 
fore wholly aboUHied 5 doe you not fee how feeble and 
weakethis coUeAion and concluiionis ? The words 
themfeluesbefidcs the light which the JiWAr add eth 
thereunto, might haue fhewne you (b much at the firft 
Tiew, if you had with any heed and diligence looked 
vpon thepa : for when he grantcth that the * Couenant 
borhbeforeandfincethecommingof Chriftfor fub- 
ftanceisthc fame, differing only in themanner of dif- 
penfation, or adminiftration, doth he not plainly 
confirmc the contraric to your conclufion i vi^. 
'* T\iCitfoxcthewholeLaw0fMofesfince the death of 
i^m^ypgr. m '' ChriFt iswhollj oboli/hed: Forho\J can that which

lition argues a definition of the fubftance. A diucrs 
difpenfation intimates only an alteration of that which 
for fubftance remairieth the fame ftill.

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breakethe fpirits of a ™ ftifFnccked people, to con- 
uincethem of all vnrighteoufnclfe, to humble them 
by the rigour of the Law, and the terror of the Curfe, 
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and eichcr to lead or driuc them to feeke for life and li- 
bcrtic,rigIiccoufncircand happineirein Chrill alone, 
as he was darkly Ihadowcd vnco them m their ceremo- 
nies and facrificcs, and in the fuinctrc of time (hould 
be exhibited in great power and vertuc, beautic and 
glorie. To this very purpofe doth the fame Toffanw 
ailedge out of i Cor. z. and 2 (^or. 3. That the Gofpcli 
hath his proper andpejCuliargIorie,and that aboue the 
Law. (^Hm 'f7on fit literals folHfn A^finifterinm alicjHod 
jfiicTis y fed coKJunSiam habent efficaciam ^ ormM^tv fbi" 
ritKs^ (anHH. Which wc willingly yceld and alTciit vn- 
tp, feeing the law contained in .the lo. Commandc- 
menrs did cxaftabfoiutc obedience, but gauc neither 
proraife nor power of grace to performe it : But the 
Gofpcli in the ^ Couenant of grace, requiring vs to 
o refent^and beleene the C^o/p e/l^pvomifeth and powrech 
outvponvsthelpirit P of grace to worke this repen- 
tance and faith in vs, and to caufe vs to walkc in his 
Statutes, and to keepcvs that we doe not depart from 
him any more.

of Chrift. Which to be the true fenfc and meaning of 
the words, appeareth moft euidently by three oppolicc 
claufcs, which foliovvin the very words which you al-

fore he fpeaketh in theformer words of the old Tcfta- 
ment. 2. J^andoUx & T^ropheta Euangclio cednnt ]

In hoc fit nm efi legis effi- 
citmo, Mt cos 0ffcif fid Mdmoncttdo ad fan flit atk C^ in* 
meentia findimn excitet. hlk thinkes Caluin feemeth to 
frame his fpecch of putpofe, as if he meant to an(wer 
one in your coat, ana to meet with your opinion, 
though he were neuer acquainted with your perfon. 
For you will hatie the whole Morall Law to be wholly 
abolifbed % he blames the Yery conceit of fuch as thinke 
k needleffe or fuperfluous % indeed he acknowlcdgeth 
that it is of no force for our j'iftification,but confclTcth 
withall, that it is of great vfe for edification and ian- 
ftification. Youwill haue it not only ccafed, but abro- 
gated, as hauing neither aay office nor vfe : he faith, it 
IS fo farre from being abrogated, that yet it doth not 
eeafe to teach, to exhort, and to pricke the faithful! vn- 
6et the Goijpell, forward vmo that which is good, 
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and ceftifiechchac icisa fpeciall ofHce of the Law, by 
adinonifliing chcm of their duty, to llirre them vp vn- 
to holincirc of life. You fay, *' Th^who/e Efifile to the 
^' GaUi iAffs, and the gencrall Argttmcnt of it importeth, 
*' thdt thevfhole AforaULdw is m^oty ato/ified : and he 
to the cleane contrary, addcth chefe co his former 
words : ^ /v hoe cardine totum fere arg$tme9ttttm EfU 
(toU^d GaUt4svertitiir\ giuinffvs thereby to vnder- 
ftand, that by the Argument otthe Bpiftle to the Gd- 
Uti49Uj tlie Morall Law is not aboliflicd, but in fpe- 
ciall office and vfe, euen now and for cuer in the 
daies of the Goipell to be continued. The words I 
haue cited out of Cdltivr, I haue not fecdht very farre, 
being fo neere neighbours co the place whence you 
cooke yours. Yours out of the fourth fe£Uon, where yet 
yon haue nothing which makes for you, and mine out 
of the fecond & third feftion,whereyou may fee almoft 
euery line is drawen co my hand, cleane ouenhwart 
and crotTe vnto your offinion. What may a man (that 
.would willingly thinke well of you ) t ninke of your 
dealing in this allegation i Did you reade the fourth, 
and not the fecond nor third fcAions i That had becne 

5 teat negligence, efpecially, there being fo necellary 
ependancc one vpon another : Did you reade them 
and not vndaftand them, taking that to be for you, 
which was altogether agaiaft you? That had beene too 
grolFe i^orance. Didyoureadeandvnderftand, that 
Cd/mttin thofe feftions had nothing co confirme, but 
much toconfute your opinion i And would you not- 
withftanding, beare vs m Hand that he flood as firme 
on your ikk, as you had fee him faire in your mai^cnc ? 
This were wilfully to (hut your eies againft the ught, 
and to iendangcr the comfort of a good confcience. 
Which of thete fauhs you are fdlen into, I leaue to 
your-fecond thoughts to confider, and to amend wliat 
you finde amiflfe. Thus wcleaue Cdlmny who doth nei* 
thor proue, nor approue your opinion, but plainly 
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reproues it rachcr. Let vs now examine Be^4 * your 
next wicneire^ and fee if his teftimony willftand you 
in any ftcad^ for the vcter abolifbing of the Morall 
Law. In the place which you alledge in GaUt, j. z i. 
hefpeaketh fomething of the abrogation of the Cere- 
monially but not a word of die abolition of the Morall 
Law :. his words will witnelFc what I fay, and conuince 
you of no fmall 6ult in this allegation alfo. ' tyinUM.

tluroby, that the whole Mbrati Law is wholly aboli* 
(hed. Thcremaybeas much agreement betwixc light 
and darkndlic, fire and water, truth and errour, as be- 
twixt Bet.a his Alicrtion and your Allegation in this 
point. But wilt you with patience heare his opinion 
diiei£tanddownc*rtght,oot fortheabolifliiag, batfbi: 
the cftablidiing of the MorallLaw ? ^idigituf^^ faith

But toleaue this Argument weake and feeble as it is, 
fhall I be bold to aske you a queftion i Doe you reade 
and alledge your Authors for facisfa£tion or conten- 
tion, for colouiin^ and countenancing of an enror, or 
for fearching and lifting out the truth i Iwouldcladly

either in the Greekeor any Latine tranflation i or doth 
not the Law now in the daies of theGofcctt^ ferue to 
thcreuealrng,contnncing, andcondemnmg of tram^ 
gre/?ians,a& before rt feruedtothe fame end and vftf 
in the daies of the Law ? or foppoft if foucd flftoiY 
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then CO thac end than now it fcrucch 3 ferueth it now 
therefore to no other vfe at all ? But you fay, *' M^fty 
*' haue beene drawen awrj by thif word [ ferneth : ] Surely 
you are the firft that euer I heard either make any ex- 
ception againft it, or ftand in any danger or feare of it. 
And ^ Be<*a whom you aliedge, may be vnderftood 
to. take it rather in the Prefent, than in the Prererim- 
perfeA Tenfe : Qftar/Hm igttnr Ufa lex cfi^ and, Qjium 
UxfofitM lit hominibw redMrguendis ; Implying tho^eby, 
not only whereunto the Lawferued when it was firft 
ordained,buc that it^ferueth yet to the fame vfe in fome 
refpe£i, though in diuers things the vfe be changed. 

Commeth 
or ss^ By the L^tw commcth the knowledge offinne^ which 
being read [came] or [n'^^] ofthe tune pad, makah 
(you fay ) the fenfe good Not vnlike vnto that,is this 
indeed, i. of as little either weight or worth. And 
why may not, M }& r6f« lTdy»ot( if/^jiagj be thus tranf^ 
lated I For by the Lai» [ commeth J the knowledge of 
finne^ but mud needs be rendred thus, For by the Law 
[ came or wds\ the kjfowledff of fimte f You haue your 
reafon, I hope, in read^inefle j for if theformer ftand in 
the prefent time, then your opinion muft needs fall 
prcfently t for then there is a prefent vfe of the Law 
to difcpuer (inne. But if that fall and the latter come in 
his ftead^ then you concdue hope that your opinion 
for the abolifliingof theLaw^ being now in danger of 
falling, (hall hence haue a prop to ftay it vp withall $ 
and what a one I .pray you ? why furely a forry one, 
either this or none ) By the Law [ came or was \ the 
knowledge of fimfe% €rge^ the Law is now aboliflied, 
and by t^ Law commeth notnow any knowledge of 
(inne. This is indeed ( as you (aid truly ) not vnlike the 
other I theLaw ferued for re(h:aining,or condemning 
tran(gre(fions, ergo^ now it ferueth neither for the(e 
nor ^r any other vfe at all Butxloth not the Apoftle 
, proiie by the Law whether written in Tables of ftone, 
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or in » Tables of the heart, that both lewes and Gen- 
tiles are ^ all vnder fin | not only that they had beene, 
but that euen thefi at that prefent they were. And was 
not this in the time of the Gofpell, and doth he not 
conuince them allof finne, by the preicnt vfe of the 
Law i Obferue what he faith verfe 1 9. Now W€ I^pw 
thatwhatfieuerthe Lavp, Kiyn, faiths rStl9 r^ vifji^ Mj«, 
it Jpe^k^th to them that are vnder the Law. Doth he 
not vfe the prefent time, for themaaifefting of (he 
prefent vfe of the Law, three times together in this 
verfe, and concludeth in the next, That therefore bj 
the deeds of the Law noflejb fhall be jujlified in hf6 fight ^ 
becaufe by the Law commethy or is, the knowledge of 
finne.

You fee then thefe learned men 
take thefe words otherwifc than you doe; That bj the 
Law 'commeth \ not came ] or is [ not wa6 ] the acknow^ 
ledgement of finne. As for chat which you alledge out 
of galath.^. t, 1 muft confeile, I neither know how 
itmakerh any thing at all for your point or {»urpofe, 
nor can I conceiue, what you raeane to goe about to 
make fo large proof e of that which no man doth deny. 
What here you write, hath neither dependance nor 
confequence, neither ioints nor finewes 1 much like •^«^(»*^^es/>iri 
vnto a-fhadow, which hauing iome proportion of a ^*ff^V^f*^3* 
mans body, hath yet neither life nor fubttance in it : 
For what if we yeeldyouall this, thatcheApoftleby 
theHeireinhisminonty, meaneth the Church of the 
lewes before Chrift> and by the fame in Hs riper age, 
the Church of Chrmfince his death ; What is there 
here, I fay not of afiy power, but of any colour to 
proue the abolifhing of the Morall Law i Is rheMorall 
Law ihcrefinx whoUy abcJUhed, becaufe the Mofaicall 
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regiment in Rices and Ceremonies, in Types and Fi- 
guresyin LegtU burdens, and LeBiricall feruiccs^cogc- 
tiKT with chc rigour and terror of the Law,is sow cca-

f/^A^yr^.tf. Chapters. Moreoueri Socrates in thtftisoc 
Chaptcr^complaineth of the Churches of the Gcndlcs, 
for the breaking of the Morall Law and violating the 
^ Apoftles Comtnandement, ji£ls 15* Cdterum »cn^ 
nuii his negleHis omnem fc$rtatioitem rem ^mdem indif- 
ferent em nrbitr4ntur, fed tamen de diehns fefiis tdm/fiam 
devitMdecertMt,Dei ^praceptd everinnt^ip/fsfiiiJeges 
fancitint. In which woxds^ doth he nor Uasie fuch as* 
profefling themfelues to be Chriftians^ did yet account 
tornication (which is a breach of the feuenth Comman- 
dement in the Morall Law) to be a thing indificremt, 
and fo following their owne luft^did ouerchrowGods 
Law? You baue gained nothing then by your altega^ 
tion out of S^ritees, but loft more than you lookt (or, 
at his hands : And as little haue you got by that which 
you take from M''«P^^ir/ againe, out of ^4Af/.4.}. 
who as you fay, fetteth it pur very fidly. What is that 
which he fixtedi out b iiiUy i The Abrogation of tbe 
MoraU Law ? If you mcane that, ( «s that you snuft { jiafwer. 
meatte, if you mtane to fpeake to thepurpofe ) then 
yon offnribim coo too hard meafure againe, to cliai^e 
lum wkh ^ he ae^cr ftake, tnd lOjg^dw thathe 
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ncucT fcattcred. Or is it, that the Church vndcr the 
Law, was but as the Heire in his minority, but the 
Church vnder thcGofpell, as the Heire come to age i 
If this be your meaning, we acknowledge hehandlerh 
this point of diflference betwixt them very fully, aiid 
as many other Diuines alfo doe, very foundly too. 
But what of all this ? M^ « Pcrkim faith. The Fathers

H\iueyou yet any more to fay out of theEpiftleto 
i\it GaUtians f * Vesitfeemesyou^yetlooke iorfome 
heipe horn Lttt her vpon Galat. 4. i. where you fay, 
lie acknowledgeth an end of the Law at the comming of 
Chrifi-, but doth not fuHy handle itfo. Mc thinkcs you 
haueno great confidence in this allegation y Luther^ 
I doubt, hath not (b fully handled the matter, as to ful- 
fill your mindein it. You know right well, that^Liy* 
ther fpeaking of the ending of the Law two waies $ 
Firfl, at the comming of Chriftintheflefhatthecime; 
appointed of his Father, (j^Aif. 4,4. Secondly^ at the 
comming of Chrift vnto vs daily by his Spirit ^ doth 
only meane fuch an end of th e Law, 4s t hat when Chrijl 
iscome intoowr hearts bj faith y the Lat» hath notthat 
dominion osser vs, to a/ccnfoy to terrifie^ to kjUy tocondemne 
vs fpirituaUyy and befffreGodt as formerly it had : And 
aflthis we acknowledge may^well be, and yet the Mo« 
rail Law be of good and great vfe ftill. * *^Bm though 
Luther did not fuHy handle it fo^ yet it is pldine (you 
fay ) that the tApoftles meaning was fo : And I fay, 
thst if the Apoftles meaning were fopiaiaei, as you WfU

But becaufefonie others ( it may be ) cannotfee this (o

buttofiil5IIit: Anddocfa not berenew the beauty and 
vigor of the Law, when he doth cleart it, :md deliuer it 
from the fooUfli and &lic glodes of the Pharifies, and 
commends the duties thereof to the praAife of bis 
owne followers and Difcf pics i Bcfides all this, feeing 
Chrift in this firft verfe, is as you alledgc, oppofed to 
the Prophets, you may by as good reafon conclude, 
that all the faaed Records of the Prophets are now 
cancelled and caft our of the Church by the coaming 
of Chrift,in whom they were accomplifhed, as that, 
the Morall Law firft written by the finger of God, is 
nowvtterly aboliflied, becaufe by Chrift himfdfe it 
Wis fulfilled, and if by that which foUowcth [ tbehed" 
mm mi edrth mmfi vdnijby bnt he remaint ]] y ou mean e, 
that the Morall Law mufl needs vtterly perifli if Chrifl

^'biefermmn. It istiu^ andfo were aU the holy men of jitifmer. 
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God chat penned the red of the holy Scriptures too % 
What then i muft it needs follew^ that becaufe Chriil 
is come as Lord^ in, and ouer his ownehoufe, ( which 
is his ^ Church) that he hath difallowed and difanul- 
led whacfoeuer Mofes or others of his feruants haue 
done before him ? This were enough to (hake the very 
foundation of the wals of Sion^ and to lay leuell with 
the ground the (lately palaces of lernfalem. What they 
haue done, cither in, or for the building of Gocls 
houfe, couching the fubftance and cifentiajll parts 
thereof , whether " foundation of faith, or > rule of 
life, that Chrift himfelfe eels you againe, he came not 
to deftroy $ though they were but his feruants in'the 
houfe, and he Lord ouer ir, yet thinke not, faith he, 
tliat I am come to deftroy, either the Law, which is the 
7 rule of life, or the ^ Prophets, which are a part of the 
foundation of faith* He came not to abolifb, but to 
^ eftablifli thefe things. But why did you alledge only 
the former part of the verfc, [ Mofes was a Seruant ] 
and not the latter [ forM teftimonj of tbofe things rvhich 
/bould be jpoken after ] to (hew what feruice the Apoftle 
fpeakes of in this place? Why? therewasareafonin 
it, for the latter words ipeaking of Mefes feruice in the 
matters of the Ceremoniall Law, ( as P^ntw and other 
worthy Diuines doe giue the meaning of them ) the al- 
ledging of thefe would haue quite mard your Market 
I in that, for which you brought in the former, namely, 
to the oiierthrow and abolifliing of the MorallLaw. 
As for that you adde, out of HebrervesCaf. 8. '' He is 
" the Mediator of abetter Tefiamenty which being the

in the Tables of Stone^ Deut«4,i3. I anfwer with re- 
uerend * Bezui^ That Chrift is faid to be the Mediator 
of a better Couenant, hauing better promifes $ Nempe 
ijuoniam figtSrabant rittss Levities, iftspd ipjinon frafi^h 
iofst, essm credent ittsss animoj ad Chifipm vettttnwiiff 
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five Hdmvf/m fafiftm remittercnt. He oppofech the 
Euangclicall Coiicnantcothc Leuiticall, asthebctr«r 
tochcworfc, the New vnto the Old, entring into the 
comparilbn of the Old and tranficory Tcllamcnt, be- 
ing butfor atime ( whereof theLeuiticallPrielh were 
Mediators) with the New, ( the eucrlafting Mediator 
whereof is Chrift ) to flicw that this w« not only bet- 
ter than that in all refpeAs^but alio that that was abro- 
gated by this. 1 his proueth not then the abfoluce abro- 
gation of the MorailLaw, as you intend it, but only 
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aJ>oli(hinff of the Lcuiticall Priefthbpd', with all* 
ir.Mofaicatl Sacrifices and Cerctnonies, as- by the' 
words going before, ver. 4, 5, 6^ 7. - you may plainly 
fee the Apoille meant it. And becaufc you appeale to 
the Geneud Note vpon leremi 3 1. 3 1, as approuing 
your expofition of that ^hich out ot Hthrewes 8. you 
alledge for the abrogating of the MorallLaw, wettre 
content to turne afide with you thither alio, notrefu- 
fing the cenfure or fentence which as vmpire it lliall 
giuc in this matter. Vpon thei'e words ( I will m^kf m 7*^*^. «xpoun 
New Conenant, Icr. 3 1 . 3 1 . ) the Genens Note is this, ^^ J^ ij*^ 
Thw^hthe Cotiepfant of Redemption made t9 the Fathers, thcaboliiliinco 
dndthid i»hich was ginen after, feeme diners, jet they 
are att one, and grounded on lefw Chrift; fnife that thu 
u called New, tecattfe of the manifefiation of Chrift, 
and the abundant graces of the Holj Ghoft, ginen vnto 
the Qhttrch vnderthe Go^eU. May not this Note giuc 
you notice ofthus much 5 That theDiuincsof (?r»ciM, 
making but one Couennnt, both in the dales of the 
Law, and in the daies of theGofpell, doe only acknow- 
ledge an alteration thereof in fome circumftinces of 
manner, mca(ure, perfons, places, times, and types, 
meanes, and minifters, and the like, and that partly m 
the Morall, but cfpecially in the whole • Ccremoniall 
Law ; but doe not fo much as intimate any vtrer aboli- 
tion of any pare of the fubftance of it, whether concer- 
ning the foundation of faith, or rule of life i AAd hbw 
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then doe you imagine can the Geneua Note make for 
your purpoie^ooproucby this place the abrogation and 
vttcr abolition of the MoraU Law i To giue fome 
weight vnto your light opinion and fleight expofition 
of this placC) you haue burdened your margent with a 
multitude of witneiTeSji as if they had now iointly fet- 
led andeftablilhed you in the fame : Not much vnhke 
I me thinkes herein, vnto Philotsu C^tu mentioned by 
^ %AthcH£Ht^ who was of fo light and (lender a body, 
that he had weights of lead tied to his heeles^ left by 
fome blaft or puft of winde, he fliould haue bccne 
whirled and bJowen away. But wherefore doc you 
bearevs in hand, that fo great a cloud of witnelfcs as 
you haue painted your margent withall, doe all (land 
for you, and with yeu, in the vttcr aboHfliing of the 
MoraU Law I And yet you haue not drawen one drop 
from them sill, to giue vs fonM cafte of their vaiformc 
confent with you in your opinion : Are they clouds 
without water 2 witncflfes without tcftimonics \ Titles 
without euidences \ Like Apothecaries boxes, that 
beare goodly and faire names withoyr, but haue not a 
drugge nor a dram of any thing that \% good within I 
The Authors which you name, I acknowledge to be 
good men, and full of good things, as < VelTels of the 
SanAuaty, ttufted wim the Lords treafure, and Un- 
ployed for their ^ Matters yfe : And I haue fought,and 
learcht * their ^ ftorehoufes, with what diligence for 
the time I could $ yet can I finde none of your leauen 
in their lumpe, nor any of their Gold to gild your 
droile. Shall I deale plainly and fairely with you ? I 
will make you a free and fraake o0er. Set me downe 
the Teftimon](es of the Authors which you alledge for 
the vcter abolifbing of the MoraU Law,ret them downe, 
I fay, [ Midem verbis ] and if, of the two and twenty 
which you name in your margent, I doe not proue^that 
one and twenty are vtterly ^ainft you, I will acknow- 
'kdgc you vlAor, and y eeld y«u (he whole caufe with- 
out 
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ouc more adoe. fi TuUj faicb, That an Orator as well as 
a Warrior muft doe (bmecfaing, sdjpfcimefty n9n dd vhI- 
nm^ fomeching for a flourifli^ not all for fighc § and fo 
it feeracsyoa doe^ though not as a glozing Orator^ yet 
as a ^ bragging Souldier^ you braue vs as with a troupe 
of horfe and foor^ and then they be but fliadowes in 
ftead of fouldiers ^ much like thofe images of men 
which ( as ^ litlini Fr§num recordeth ) Cyrm the King 
of Perfid beiiegtng the City of S^trJtii did put Vpon 
long Poles and armed them like VtrfUn fouldiers^and 
fet them vpon one Qde of the City as an Army of men, 
to delude and terrific Cr^fm and the Citizens there- 
withal 1. Now furely if any (hould be fo credulous as r6 
beleeue, or fo timorous as to fearCi'thattUthefe Au-' 
thors are armed fouldiers, which you haue fet Vp in the 
margent, as vpon one fide of your City to defend your 
caufe, I would haue him anfwered only with the words 
of ^ ZAnl to GiuUy luig.^. Thon fiefi the Ihadowes of 
tbf jMbfttmrnneSt m if thty weremtn. Bat now to leaue 
your (hadowes, and to deale with the fubftance of that 
which you thlnke yet remaineth in the Epiftle to the 
Hebrews y forthe vtteraboli/faing of theMorall Law $ 
* You vrgc, '* 7Z«r beamfe the Tables of Stone wherein 
'' the MerdU LdW wm written^ were remoued with the 
** TdhentMcle^ dud other Ukf Adjunils^ therforetheMo- 
'' ratt Ldw is vtterlj ^c^ed. And who taught you 
this Logickc, torcdbn iremotione jictidentisy ddre- 
itMiemm fsdjeBi f Muft it needs follow, thatbecaufe 
the Tables of Stone wherein the Law was written be 
aboliflied, that therefore the Law itfdfeis vcterlyabo- 
liflied together with them I Were the Tables of Stone 
fo dfentiall to the Morall Law, that it had neither birth 
before them, nor being after them i Nay was it not 
written in the Tables of the heart, firft in the ftate of 
1 Innooencie, as in £iire and golden CharaAors, and 
continuodaftcr the fall as the Law of Nature, but as it 
were in diamie and darkc letters \ and yet more plainly 
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*" renewed to * jibrahiim and the Patriarkcs, before it 
was cuer written in Tables of Stone, for the more ma- 
nifeftdirei^ionandcxxnuiAion of the ° lewes i And 
.h^tb no£> the Lord according to rhe Couenant of 
.(jracc, changed the Tables, of Stone into thefleftiie 
^ Tables of our hearts, the killing letter into the quick- 
ning (pirir, not putting our^burputtingin, his P lawes 
into our minde,. and writix>g them by his Spirit vpori 
our hearts^ fuicHo enuring vi to walke in his Statutes? 
And hath he nol^doneall this, thatas<i Z4^^4r;rpea- 
keth, fVe mi^ht ferue him according to his Law, rvith- 
c$tt fearcy in righteoufneffe and holinejfe (the fummc 
^idfufeftjirwpftotb^ T^h\t&)Ml the dates of our life ? 
Hpv^:tbii;4«!ieebf f hcicmouing of the Tables of Scone, 
pl^oue vnto vs the reniduall of the Law written in 
them ! Nay, if th^ remouing of the Tables of Stone, 
\yould proue the aJboUQiing of the Law written in 
diem, then.tha Moral! Law was aboli(hed not only, as 
.jf o.u fay, afqe^Chrifts de;ithy biit liiany.hundrtd yceres 
before Chrifts birth. For in the Second T<niple, ther^c 
was not the Arke of the TeiHmonic wherein theTa- 
bles were kept, nor the Tables therafducsDeithcr : As 
not oncly \Ufefbi^\^nd the ^Icwi/h f^^^iV/, with 
others, ** Phi^. M^rr^iDe/verihttt Rel. ^ Lnd. ~Vh. de 
verit.Cbrifi^fid. tih.^. doc record^ but the faicred 
y Story alfo bearcth wicnelTc, feeing all the Vclfcls of 
the Temple, and all the precious I nftruments thereof 
chat were of gold (as the * Arke icfelfewasjwhcicin 
tiic Tables ot Stoniwerekept) w^callcarricd'iiway 
to Bahtl^^\%\itt in the foritier Captiuities oX^Iehojachim^ 
and lecomahyOX the laft which was the worft^ of * Zc- 
d^kUh when the City was (ickt, the Temple fpoiled, 
and both by the Chalddanf burnt with firc;-^irrdes all 
this,:i( ismoft certaine that as the .Arke of^hie Coue- 
nant, and the parts of it, the Cherubins,'and the Pro*- 
pitiatorie . Couering, or Mercy Seat, were all Ceremo- 
nics^ and Types of C h r i s t, and (hadowes of good 
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things to come in the diies of the Gofpell^ (o was both 
the writing of the Law in Tables of Stonc^ and the 
putting of thofe Tables (being the i Tables of the 
Legal] Couenant ) in the » Arke, which was there- 
forecailedthe 3 Arke of the Couenant $ thefealfo I 
fay, were Typicall and Ccremoniall, but the Law it 
felfe^ both before, and then, and now, and for euer 
was, and is, and (hall be Moral] ftill. To make this a 
little more plaine. The Arke was a figure of Chrill, 
and a pledge of Gods gracious > piefence, where he 
promifcd to fpeake with his people, and whcreunco he 
called chem co fpeake with him : This did Hgnifie, that 
there could be no imercourfe of mercies and duties bc- 
t'Wixt God and vs, but in and by ^Chrift alone. The 
c Tables of the Gouenant were put in this Arke and 
kept in ixy tof]gnifie,notonlythatallthetrearures of 
.wildome and knowledge were hid in ^ Chrift, but 
that the I^a w of God is fulfilled, and the jufticeof God 
fatisficd^ and the wrath of God appealed, in and by 
«' Chrift alone. Thcfc Tables were of Stone, ^ hauing 
the Law of God written by the ft finger of God in them, 
CO Hniifie that in the New Couenant, he would change 
our hearts of ftone, into ^.hearts of fleffa, .and write 
his lawes by the ' finger of his fpiritin the flefhy Ta- 
bles of our hearts, and both caufe vs to walke in his 
Statutes, and alfo accept of our obedience in Chrift 
Icfus, The Arke when the Tables ofthc Law were put 
in it,had a'^Propiciatory Couering put vpon ix^Exifdiu 
25. This did Ognifie another part of the Couenant, 
That in Chrift alone the Lord will couer ^ and be 
mercifiill to ourdnnes, and remember our iniquities 
no more, Hebr. 8. 10,1 i.-^^iw.j, I loh.i. Vpon the 
Propitiatory or Mercy Scar, were the two " Clierubins 
lodking downeinto the Arke : this did (igDifie, That 
as the holy Angels were appointed to be miniftring 
Spirits, forthe good of them that are Heires of falua- 
tion, fo doe'chey defire and delight to 9 lookc into 
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Chrifl and his Church, and themyfterie of the GofpcU 
reuealed in the fame. Now thele things conddcred 5 
this I fay, That fo farrc as thcfc Tables of the Coue- 
nanc had any thnig Cercmoniall in them, or any 
thing concerning other circumftanccs, of perfons^ 
titne, place, terror, rigour, and thehke, being pecu- 
h'arto the Church of the lewes in thateftate of the 
MofaicalJ Pcdagogie $ fo farrc I fay, they are P rcfno- 
ued together wicli the Arke and Altar, Tabernaclcand 
Temple, and other Leuiticall Saaifices and Ceretno- 
ludaicaii types and rites whatfoeaer. But the 
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Morall Law contained in the Ten Commandements, 
could not be Ceremoniall, no more than t fubftance 
can be a (hadow, ( for then fliould Morall and Ceremo- 
niall haue beenc confounded^ whereas euen by their 
writing in Tables of Stone, and that by the finger of 
God they were diftinguiflied ) neither was there then 
any thing for the fubftance ef it, nor is now^ ( is now 
it ftands vpon record in cheBookeof God) but it doth 
concerne vs as well as them, according to that of the 
Apoftle, Wekficfwthstthg Lmi^is gooA^ifamanvfeit 
U^fnttf: and therefore, though theXables of Stone be 
remoued^ the ^ Morall Law is yet continued^ and hath 
(except id excificndie ) his proper vfc and force ftill. 
That which you draw from Mount Sinai^ hath not 
ftrength enough to withdraw all yfe of the Morall 
Law nom Mount Swt. The ' Apoftle enforceth his ex- 
hortation vnto Chriftian obedience and patience, vn- 
der the Metaphors of lifting vp their hands that hang 
downe, and their feeble knees ( the better to enable 
them to refift, and hold out in running the race that is 
fet before them ) by Arguments drawen from the com- 
foruble and admirable priuilcdge of the Gofpell and 
kingdome of Grace^ farre aboue thofe whichthe He- 
brewes themfelues had^ Ynderthe raiment of it^i///» 
in the eftateof the Law. This you fay truly, and we 
doe acknowledge, *' ThiU greater mercies reiptire 
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'^£re4ter dtuiej : But when you fay, " Hed§thxotpreffe 
*'bu exhort Mtion by the Lum gitien m Mo9Mt Sindi, you 
are conuincedof a grolfemcruth^by the two laft ^ vcr- 
fes of the fame Cnapcer, where the Apoflle prefTeth 
I this exhortation [ Let vs hsue prace to ftmt G§d 4r- 
ceftdbh with rtHcrence 4md goilj ftmn ] by an Argo- 
mentorawen from the Ltw, Demt.^t^. vi^^ For ottr 
God is M confnmingfire. That which the ^ Apoftleai- 

legech out of *■ 4ii^^^ ^^ y^^ ^g^ ^^^ ^f both, con- 
cerning things that are fliaken, may indeed (hake in 
peeces all the lewUh Ceremonies and Sacrifices (as 
moft Diuines doe agiee. ) But the Gofpell isfo farre 
firom (baking the Morall Law in tbtt manner, that it 
doth rather ioine, and (hake > hands with it, as if, that 
which is fpoken in another place, were alfo verified in 
them : Cjk^rcjf and tnttharemot togttbtr, rigbteomf^ 
nejfe dnd peace d9e kijfe each other. So farre therefore as 
the Lord haeh ioiried then together, Ictno man be fo 
bold as to feeke or fue out a Bill of * diuorce to put 
them afundcr. 

Thus haue you feene and felt too, if you be not dark- 
ned in jronrrainde by prejudice and felfe-conceit, and 
fo (Irangcly hardened ( which God forbid ) againli all 
touch of truth, what forry fuccelfe you hiaue had, in 
difcharging your many Arguments out of the whole 
f piftle to the G^UtUns^ and out of the whole Epiftle to 
the Hehewes, notwithftanding all the powder and 
(hot which you haue borrowed from fo many men, or 
father by fraud and force haue taken from them. We 
come now vnto your third great Argument, namely, 
the praAife of the Apoftels in all their Epiftlcs j which 
you feemeto me to haue both mounted higher and! 
charged deeper, as a principall peece of Ordnance, for I 
this fpedall feruice of battery and beatmg downe to 
the ground, not only the wals and windowes, but the 
ftatdieft and ftrongeft towers and bulwarkcs of the 
MorallLaw. *Yovl fay^ *'TbefrsS$fe^of tboutpcfilesUAtmomua^ 
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** #;; 4// their Epifiies, vfeth brotherly txhortattons^fttU 
" calling them brethren : This Englifli I vndcrftand not, 
but I conceiue you vtould lay, That, his the praflife 
of the ApoiUes in all cheir EpiiUes, to vfe brotherly 
cxliorcacions, ilill calling them to whom they write^ 
Brethren, And what of that I pray you? Is thepra- 
€{ik of the Apoftlcs therefore agaipft the Morall Law^ 
becaufein their Epiftles they vfe brotherly exhortati- 
ons, and call them to whom they write. Brethren i 
Why then, belike (Jl^Ufes himfelfe both fpakc and 
wrote againft the Morall Law, when endeuouring to 
keepe incniin obedience to the fixt Commandement^ 
he vied brotherly cixiiortations^ and called them bre- 
thren $ Y Sirs yoH are brethren^ why doe jou wrong one to 
another f A£t.7.%6. And tels vs,not only that they two 
were brethren^ but hath left it vpon record^ that they 
werealTo his brethren, '^Exod.i. AndZ(7f alfo (like 
enough ) praflifed fomewhat againft the Morall Law^ 
when labouring to preuent the villany of the Sodo-^ 
mites in the breach of the feuenth Com(iiandcment,he 
vfed brotherly exhortations, calling them brethren, 
laying, * Iprajyou Brethren^doe notfo wickedly. I had 
thought, thatneither the name of Brethren^ norbro^ 
therly exhortations, had beene fo peculiarly appro- 
priate to the Gofpell, but that both might be vfed for 
the furtherance of the duties, and rcftraint of the 
breachesof the Morall Law. Neither are rebukes, or 
riireats, (in my opinion ) fo proper to the Law, that 
they may not haue their place and vfein the Gofpell 
alfo. Ahab was neuer a whit the better, becaufe he 
could ("ay, ( infoolilh pitie ) of KingBenhadad 3 // he 
yet aline i he $6 my ^ Brother. For there is * crtideli- 
tas parcenu Nor was Panl euer the woife, beqaiife he 
wrote fofharply to the ^ Corinthians, and dealt fo fe- 
uerely with, tne incefhious petfon, as to deliuer him vp 
to Satan $ for there is mifericordia puniens. The Apo- 
ftles in .their Epiftles haue not only qile to fupplc^ but 
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wine CO fcarch ) imkacing chac good ^ Sainaricane chat 
vfcdboth) in the cure of the wounded man: Neither 
doe c'hcyalwaics apply milde lenities^ but fometimes 
(harpc corradues J to their ill aff*eAed^ or afflicted pati- 
ents. Could youobfcrue, that the Apoftlecalleth the 
Galathians ten times Brethren in chat Epiftle^ and 
could you take no notice of the fliarpe and bitter re- 
bukes and reproofeS) which he vfeth againft them i 
I « O fao/s/bGalathiafff^yvho hath iemtcheJ you ? Arejee 
fofoelifbf lam ^ afraidof you^ I flandin douttofy^u. 
% HowtHrneyoH againeto teggerly rudiments? Behold 
I ^ Paul fay vntoyou^ that if you be circmmcifed^ Chrifi 
/ball frofit joH nothings Chrifi is become of none effeU 
vnto you whofieuer efyoH are jufiifiedby the Law \ you 
are fallen from graee. I * wonld they were euen cut 
off y^hich trouble you $ yea if he were an k Angellfrom 
heaueu let him be accurfed. Hauc not chefe x,tn re-* 
bukes^ almoft ten times as much aaimony and tart- 
ndfe^ as the naming of them ten times brethren hath 
lenity and mildneOe ) Paul a Preacher of theGofpell, 
knew there was vfe of both^ and at this prefent law^ 
that euen tht Galathians ( his ^ brethren and his little 
children ) had need of both, although a people that 
had receiued and did profeffe the Gofpell. If then your 
reafon be good i ** The fraHife of the ty^pofilcsfinuds 
againfi the AforaB LaWy becau/e they vfe in their Bfi • 
files brotherly exhortations to them to whom they write, 
and call them brethren % then the praflife of the 
Apoftles ftands againft the Gofpell alfo, becauf^ in the 
fame Epiftlcs^they oftentimes rebuke them as wicked, 
and threaten them fometimes as accurfed creatures. 
But * you fay, " They ground their exhortations^ nei^ 
^*thervpon Afofes Law, nor vpon any other Cimmande- 
^^ menty but on the mercies of God in Chrifi, as may be 
" feene tn all their Efifiles. Now cenainly, this h one 
of the ftrangdl and bolddl fpeeches chat euer I heard, 
from any man bearing the name of a true Chriftian, 
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and iraking fome (hew of reading and learning as you 
jjoe. Are you fuch a ftranger in the Epiftles of the 
Apoftlcs^ that you could yet neuer finde any of their 
exhonacions, grounded on the Commandements and 
terrors of the Law i And dare you befo bold as to 
fay, " Titf dre nB grounAei only on the mercies ej God 
*Un Cbrifi f jindthMt this maj befeenealfo in aB their 
" EpffiUs f Hauc you read, Rom. ii.i. » / befeechjoH 
Brethren by the mercies of god, thai joh frefent yottr 
bodies a litting facripce, (frc. And haue you not read m 
the fame Apoftle^ t Tim. 4. i • * / charge thee before 
God^and the Lord lefns Cbrifl, who JbaB judge the qttickf 
and the dead at his appeariftg, preach the Word^ &c. 
^ He that bids Ys^ behold thegoodnelleof the Lord^ 
bids vs behold his fenerity al{o % vntothelewes that 
fell feuerity^ buttowards vs goodneiTe^ if wcconcinue 
in his goodnelle, otherwifewearethreatned to be cut 
off tlk) : And, Some (as P lude fpeakcth ) we mnfl 
deale withaM incompaffiott^ aad by thelook^gforofthe 
mercy of our Lord lefits Chrijt vntoeternaBlife $ and 
others we mufi fasu by feare^ pbtcl^g them as brands 
halfe bums^ out of the fire. He that exhorteth ys to 
^ Forbeare aud forgiue one another ( if any haste a sjua* 
reB againftany) and that vpon this ground of Gods 
mercy in Chrift [ euen as ^irififorgaue vs, ] Col. 3.13. 
doth likewife eidhort Ys^ Not to^ auenge our felues, 
but rather to giste place vnto wrath , Vpon another 

E>und of G(x]s juftice, and that taken out of the 
W, Deut. $1.35. [for it is written,vengeance is mine, 
andlwiB repay it faith the Lord. ] He that faith of the 
Minifters of tneOofpell, as of ^ Ambafladors of peace^ 
H^e beptech you in Chrijfs fiead, to be reconciled vnto 
God, faith alfo ( being nimfelfe one of the fame) as an 
Herauld of Armes: « fVe mufi oB appeare before the 
judgement feat ofChrifl, togiue am account ofwbatfoeuer 
Iwehaue done in our bodies, be it good or euiB : kfowing 
j/Jberefore the terror of the Lord,weper/wademen, l Cor. 5. 
/ AU 






All their perfwaGoDs and exhortations then, you may 
fee, are not in all their EpifUes grounded ( as you fay ) 
vpon mercy, but fome vpon jurace $ not aU vpon loue, 
butfome vpod feare § not allrponthepromifes of the 
Gofpell, but fome vpon the threatnings of the Law, 
agaiafl all difobedience both to Law and Gofpell : 
According to that of the Apoftle " Inde: BehoU the 
Lordcommetb with ten thottfand of bis Saints ^ to exectttf 
judgement vpM all, and to cenmnceatt that are vngodfy 
amonf them^ of all their vngodlj deeds y which they ham 
vngoaly committed, and of aU their hard jpeeches% which 
ifngodlj pnners ha$$e Jpoko againfi him : And that alfo 
of the Apoftle ' Pauli fVehameinreaSneffetotakfven'^ 
geanee of aU difobedience^ tCot. 10.5. which the Lord 
leftu fbai aecompli/b, when be /ball be reuealed from 
heanen^ with hie mighty AngeUj in flaming fire taking 
vengeance on them thatkgow not God, am obey not the 
gofpeBofourLordlefm Cbrifi^whojbalbepttnifiedwith 
etterlafiingdofirnStion from theprefenceof the Lord, and 
from the glory of hie power, % Theflf. I •7,8,9. Had you 
aduifedly confidercd thefe and other fuch like pallages 
in the Epiftles of the Apoftles, you would either neuer 
haue thought what you haue faid before, orneuerfbr 
very (hame haue written that which followeth after, 
viZs. << And though fometimes, yea often they vfe the 
<' Imperatine mood^ and fome words of Commandement, 
*^yct they are fo tempered with mildnejje ( you fty ) and 
'^ without penalty, as that there is no forme of Common" 
*< dements, mttch leffe any allujion to Mofes Law, or the 
^^ Ten Commandements. So tempered with mildneflfe, 
and without penalty i Now furely, I wonder in what 
temper you were when thefe things ranne in your 
head, or fell from your hand ! Had you forgotten,that 
the Apoftle did as well (harply threaten the J Corin- 
thiam with a rod, as mildly offer to come vnto them 
in loue, and in the fpirit of meekndle i Or did you 
not con(ider,that the fame Apoftle dodi not alwaies as 
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ic were ftroake their heads, and commend them in 
tearmes of loue, but ( as occaHon requireth ) lome- 
times ftrikes their naked confciences^wich fome fliarpe 
rebukes, and threats, fome bitter taunts, and terrors, as 
wich the twigs and ierks of his rod alfo i He that faich, 
I Cor. IX. * Now I fraife yoH Brethrefiy that yee r%- 
membcr mi in all things, dnd kffpe the ordinances as I 
delivered them to you $ takcth them vp more fharply 
for the abnfe of the Sacrament eucn in the > fame 
Chapter, verfe it. What ? haue jee nothoufes to eat 
and to drinke in f Or defpife yee the Chtsrch of^od, and 
fbame them that haue not ! fvhat ppall I fay vnto yon f 
fhall I praife yon in this ? I praife you not. And he 
that in another ^ place faith, I write not the/e things to 
ppame jou^ but as my belotted fonnes I admoyijh yott, 
I C(?r.4. doth he not afterwards vpon juft occafion, 
more fliarply rebuke them ? / fpeake to your ^ (hame 5 // 
it fo that there is not a wife man amon^you f no not one 
that fhall be able to judge betweene his brethren?

Fire lacknow- 
ledgc in both, and holy fire too, but yet of a different 
degree and temper 9 the one milder, and the other 
(harper, and both of fpeciall vfe in their time and 
place, Indillilbng of flowers and hearbes, afoftfire 
will ferue the turne, which in melting of mettles will 
doe no good at all. And although according to the 
common Prouerbe, Afoft fire will make fweetMalt, 
yet muft it be a hot fire to make good ^ bread, or good 
« bricke. This wifdome God liathgiuenrhe ^ Huf- 
> bandman,tobeatout Fitches with a ftaffe, and Cum- 
Imin with a rod, but to thrcft with a thrcfhing Inflru- 
Iment, and to turne the Cart wheele oucr the flronger 
Jgrainej that the bread Corne may be bruifed and ficted 
/ for 
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for prcfcnt vfc. -And this wifdomc God hachgiuen 
his s Apoftles as his chiefe Husbandmen^ that in dea- 
ling with his people which are Gods husbandry, they 
(hould vfe both mildnelTeand fliarpneire, lenity and 
feucrity, a ftatFe, or a threfliing inftrumenr, as the na- 
ture or quality of the feed^foyle^or feafon^fhall require. 
But who would not thinke (to heare and take your 
words ) that all the Epiftles were fo full of niilde fpee- 
ches and fweet exhonations, that there werenotany 
fliarpe rebukes, much leltc any ironicall taunts, and 
I lead of all any terrible threats at all, to be found in all, 
or any oneof them ^ For * you will haue,. " jtllto be 
mildneffervithofitOHy- (hurfnejfc yall^ butcommafiding 
words mthout any forme of Commandemonts % oBy 
mercies dftdpromifes, without any tenul^ or p$miffy-> 
" ment y no vrgif9g of any precept of the Law, no not fo 
'**much M 4n alltepon toMofes Law, or the Ten Com" 
^^mandements. And all this you vrge, to this end, to 
proue, " ThatnowinthedMtesoftbeGofpelljhe whole 
'' Momll Law is wholly MboU[hed. When the people

that euen for the fame reafon ) Becanfe jou fiand fi 
much againfi the Lat» of the Lord. But to proceed yet 
a littlefurther, for your better conuiftion and fatisfa* 
Aion in this point; If I /hall (hew you out of the Epi- 
ftles of the Apoftles^ not only * (harpe rebukes, (as 
you haue heard fome already ) but fome bitter and iros 
nicall taunts, many ferious and feuere Commande- 
ments, for auoiding of the (Innes and performing of 
the duties of the Morall Law, many terrible threat- 
flings of dreadful! judgements and curfes, and that 
not only by way of alluiion, but by plaine allegation 
of the Morall Law : If ( I fay } I (hall (hew you all thefe 
out of the Epiftles, will you then honeftly and ingenu- 
oudy confelle your error, (hauing fo boldly afHrmcd 
the contrary ) and fo reft fatisfied with the truth in this 
particular i Vpon this fubjeft a man might gather 
enough to fill a Volume, and might fpend more daies 
then I can fpare houres for this bufinellc* A touch of 
fome, and a tafte of others, (hall ferue the tume. When 
the Ajpoftle ^ Taul faw the Corinthians fwolne and 
puffed vp with a vaine andinfolent conceit of their 
owne excellency, as now boalling of their gifts; and, 
that being now full by their elegant and eloquent 
Teachers, they began as ic were, to loath the bony 
combe of the Word in Pauls preaching : he wifely 
labours to let out this winde of vanity,with an ironicall 
and bitter rebuke, as (harpe and piercing as the point 
of a fpeare or fword. Now ( faith he ) jee are fuU^ 
now jee are rich^ now jee haue reigned as Kings witbotst 
vs : we are foot es for Chrifisfaks^ hut jee\are wife in 
Chrifi % ^weareweake, but jeo are firong ^ yee are ho^ 
nofsrabUy but we are defpifed. Some "" learned men doe 
hold^ that this andfucb like ironicall °deri(ions, are 
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the fliarpeftand fcuercft rcprchcnfions : Like vnco 
chac of our Sauiour Chrifl^ M4r. 7. where fliarply re- 
prouin^ the ceremonious and fupctfticious PharifieS| 
for preferring chcir humane Ordinoncei before Gods 
Commandemencs j Ff/ll ^ welly faith P he^ doc jee rr- 
jell the ComnMndement s ofGod^ tbatjee msj kgefejour 
awne TraditUns. For Mofesfdidf Hohoht thj Father 
j 4nd Mother p and yee fujy It is Corban, ^e. Or like 
vnto that bitter mocke of ^ £/jf4/&,againil the worfhip- 
pers olBaal, i King. 18.27. Cry dlond^ for be ii 4 
God, either he is talking, or he is pttrfiti»g» or he is in s 
joismey^ or ferstdHenturohefUepethaHdmufibesmMk^. 
The fame Apoftle 74M/a]fo, warninetbe PhilippUns 
of falfe Teachers, of wicked liuers, and of them of the 
Circumcidon that were amongll them, doth he not 
race fucb perfons as Dogs, and fcofHngly tearme their 
Circumciuon ConciHon i faying, 'Brssmreof^BogSy

As if he 
would haueTirMi, to vfe thefefliarpereproofesandre- 
proches, as Chinirgions fometiroesdoe their kcene ra* 
fors« to cut away all brutifli and bafednnes, (as either 
dead or proud ne(h ) that fo they mieht be cured of] 
their errors, and made found in the knowledge and 
profeflion oiF theGofpell of Chrift lefus. By all which 
bitter taunts, (harpe reproches, and cuttiag rebukes,

did alfo charge J others of Gods Micfmers feqerely ( as 
occadon Jhould require ) fo to doe. And all this he did 
with a wife heart, and merciful! hand, to humble the 
people of God, not to difcourage them, for ^ edificaa- 
cion, not vnco deftruftion, to make them found m 
judgement, and holy in affe^ion and.conuerffitbn. 

Now, whereas you fay further, ^^Th^ there is no

vrging of the MorallLato^ naj notfo much 04 anj aII$^ 
Jion vnto Mofcs Impp^ or the Ten ^ommaniements t 
I fgy no more,but lee ys fearch the records,and the very 
fightof the Euidcnce will I hope coBuince yourcon- 
fcience of coo much blindnclfe and boldnelte in theft 
alfo. Tumeme therefore I pray you, vnto i Ttm (S. 
/ ? gifie thee charge in the fight of Qoi^ whoe^ukknetb 
all things f and before lefus Chrifi^ who before Pontius 
Pilate witnejfed a good confejpony that thou kfepe this 
Comwsandement without jpot, vnrebukeabie vr.till the 
commingofour Lord lefus Chrifi. And vnto ^ 7<>».4.|« 
/ ^ charge thee before Cjody and the Lord lefus Chnfi, 
who fiaU judge the e/uicl^e and the dead at his appearing 
andhiskfngdome : Preach the word, beinftantin feafom^ 
and out of feafon^ reproue, rebuke^ exhort^withaJi lof^g 
fuffering.andDoOrine.

tile I but glorjy honour^ andfcacity fo ttierp man that nvr- 
kftb good, t0 th^ lew firfly and dfo to the Gentile ? As 
for cnac which '*' you alledge alfo ouc of 1 ?et^ 3.9. 
The long fi^ffering of the Lord to vs ward^ not willing 
that any /hould ferijb, bat that all/hall come to refen^ 
tance : I acknowledge it as a poinc of the mercy and 
truth of God But whereas you would haue this long 
fuffcring, to be the only mcanes without all threat- 
nings or terrors to bring vs to this repentance $ looke 
backe I pray you^ to the ^ Sy^^j. verfes of the lame 
Ctupter, and be not willingly ignorant of the judge- 
ments of God there mentioned^ by the ouer flowing of 
waters, whereby the Old world perifhed, and by the 
burning and flaming flre^whereunto this world h refcr- 
ued asaihflthe day of jjdgemcnt and perdition of 
y^igodly men : And looke forwards alfo to the very 
next words following, z/ic» ^ But the day of the Lord

And this (hall fuffice for anfwer to your third sene- 
rail Ai^menr^ drawen from the pra^e of the Apo- 
ftles in all their Epiftles.

I refrained, ARs is^it. Or fecondly, in the matter of 
juftification,asjR^MP.3.a8. We concl$Ue, fTkYitht h^ 
ftk, that a nutn is jufi^edby fnitb witbont the worlds of 
the Law : and yet there alfo vnto that bbieftion [ Doe 
we then make void the Lim tbrongh faith ] he anfwtreth 
as it were with deteftation, God forbid^ yea we efisAtilh 
rikZ^ir, Rom.3«3i.

Law, for leading a godly andChriftian life, when he

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is ihc Morall Law, which he there vrgctb, as a bond 
cutn now in full force and vertue, binding all Chrifti- 
anstoobedience^whcnheaddechthisrealbn : Fer^ll 
the * La0u (nulled in one Wdrd^ euen in this, Thonjhdr 
loHc thy neighht^ ^ thj felfe^ Leuir. 1 9. 1 S.Matt.i 2, 3 9. 
And is not this an cuident exception of the Moral! 
Law made by the Holy Gbofl, and that euen in the 
fame Epiftle^nay in the fame Chapter^ where he hand* 
leth the abrogation ofthe Law alTo i Or thirdly, the 
Holy Ghoft handleth the abrogation of the Law, as it 
was a wall of ' panition betwixt lewes and Gentiles, 
a$<f/^i|/^«a.i3ii4,i5. and yet in the fame Epiftle he 
reqMircth and vrgah tbeduties ofche Morall Law ; as, 
^ t^fi f^jfljiffg andjpeakt the truths t Be angry and fmne 
not : L^oHr with ji our hands and fteale not : ^ fFalke 
in hue and. hate not : flie fornication and ^IvncUanncJfe 
and name it not ; A nd all this to be done vpon promifc 
and penalty, as euer they willhauc any inheritance in 
the ki^gdomeof Gody ot auoid the danger of the wrath 
of God. Nay further, to cut off all occafion of cauill, as 
if one (hould obieft, That thcfe duties are not vrgcd 
for obedience to the Morall Law, but to the Gofpell^ 
the A^oftle by a fpeciall dire^ion of the Holy Ghoil, 
doth in expreife words ( exhorting children to obey 
their Parents ) make mention of the ^ firil Comman- 
dement with promife, and fetteth downe both precept 
and promife our of the Morall Law, as yet of fpeciall 
foixre tosdraw them thercuato : And ycc we doe not 
fay, that thcfe duties are either To vi^cd vpon vs, or 
performed by vs, as duties of the Law for righteouf- 
ndla, to bue by Aeni> R^m. 10.5. but 7l% Mts of the 
righteotifneire'offattbin tiie,Go(>fcU, ^)bxxvitA and 
meafiifed'bytheEaw, yccaot b^fr the rigour, but by the 
« tenor of it, offered alfo and accepted only inthcobc- 
didncc6f ChriftlefuSyWho according to his Couenant, 
hath puciiis^ Lawes in our mindea^- c^nd written them 
7 fry cHefioger «f ihis Spirk^ notmXaUes of iloDe,^'i>ut 
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in the * flc(hy Tables of our hcans, That ( as the 
Apoftlc fpcaketh ) the righteoufneffe of the Law might 
be ^ fulfil e din vs. who walke not after the fie (hy but after 
thejpirit : Or fourthly, the abrogarion of the Law is 
handled, as touching « Icwilhand fupcrfticiousobfcr- 
uations, ^<?/.i. 16,17. and typicall fignification flia- 
[dowing ^ forth good things to come, zsHetr.io.i. 
And yet in both thcfe Epiitlcs, where the law of car- 
nall Commandcments, i. the Cercinoniall Law, is 
cancelled andaboliihed, the Commandeinencs of the 
Law which is fpirituall ( namely the Morall Law) arc 
confirmed and eftabliflied, as euidendy appeareth by 
the plentifuU and powerfull exhortations and injuncti- 
ons, for the performance of both gcncrall and fpeciall 
duties of the Morall Law. As for example, C^/.j . 1 4. 
^ AboMeall things futonioue, which is the bond of per- 
fednejfe. Heb.i0.24. « Letvs con pder one another to 
froHoke vntolofie and good workes : And "* loue ( you 
haue already heard) is the fulfilling of the Law j and 
when o faith worketh bj loue^ faitli worketh by the 
rule of the Law 5 and hethatwalkethinloue, P wal- 
kcth by the line of the Law : Which may yet be fur- 
ther fecne, by thofe fpeciall duties of Superiours and 
inferiours appertaining to thefiftCommandcmcnt 5 as 
of husbands and wiues, parents and children, gouer- 
nours and feruants, C^L 3. & 4. and Ueb. 13. men- 
tioned and vrged out of the Morall Law, in both 
places. 

By this time you may perceiue, that cuen -in the 
fame places, where the Ho4y Ghoft handleth the abro- 
gation of the Law, there is ( contrary to your affertion) 
fome exception of the Morall Law. Nay I fay more, 
that wherefoeuer the Holy Ghoft handleth the full and 
finall abrogation of the Law, for all exercife in Gods 
ww/hip or vfcin the Church of Chrift, there he cuer 
giuech inftancc in the Ceremoniall Law, andneucr 
either mentionech ormeaneththc Morall Law. And 
^ M againe. 
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The office anivfeefthe Mar^llLaw 

againe^ where he handleth the abrogation of the Law^ 
only in fome circumdances^or for fomc particular ends 
or vfes^ he fometimes ioineth the MorallandtheCe- 
remoniall * both together, as T^w.;. and Gal. z. & 3. 
9 Bytheworkgs of the Law ( whether Morall or Cerc- 
moniall) ^ mfiefh P^allbejufiified. ^ The Law was gi^ 
uen hecAufe oftrofjfgrejjiom. ' The Law was our Schoole- 
mafler vnto Chrifi. Take then whether of thefe you 
like beft. If in handling the full and finall abrogation 
of the Law, you fay, there '\% no exception of the Mo- 
rall, and chereDpon inferre, thatthe whole Morall Law 
js wholly abrogated \ why may not I as well conclude 
the cleane contrary, In handling the full and finall 
abrogation of the Law, there is no mention made of 
the Morally therefore the whole Morall Law is not 
wholly abrogated, but rather eftabliflied and confir- 
med. And if you fay, that in handling the abrogation 
of the Law, touching fome circumftances only, or 
fome particular ends or vfcs, there is no exception of 
Morall, and therefore the whole Morall Law is wholly 
abolifhed \ then I fay, that your Antecedent is to© 
weake to inferre this Confequent, and fitter a great 
deale to fcruc my turne againd you (if it be of any 
force at all ) in this conclufion 5 trgo^ The Morall Law 
in fome circumftances, and for fome ends and vfes on- 
ly, is abrogated : andfo you faileof yourproofe and 
purpofe, labouring thereby to proue^ that the whole 
Morall Law is wholly abolifhed. 

Let vs now fee if your fift Argument be of any bet- 
ter proofe or power, for the vttcr abolifiing of the Mo- 
rall Law.

"3,4.&c. 4»/^ 2o.2,i2.Deut.4»i. and s.i.withdir

I anfwer, firfl. If by Mofes Law, you meaac the 
I whole body and bulkeof the Ceremonially ludici^, 
/ and 
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and Moral! Law, and alio, chat both for circumftancc 
andrubftance^cearmeandcime, end and vfe, perfons 
and things^ it was thus giucn to the lewcs only : then 
is this your Antecedent falTe $ for howfoeuer thefe 
were firfl and principally charged and impofed v{>on 
^e lewes^as his « peculiar people § the * Ceremonials 
for Gods worfhip, theludidalsibrciuiU gouemmentj 
and the Morall Law for fomc (peciall circunaftances 
and yCc$^ more binding that people vntoGod in the 
forme of a Couenant, than any other people in the 
world befidcs : Yet were not all * other people or 
perfonsfo excluded or debarred, but that if they did 
renounce their 1 dolatry, and would become Profely tes, 
entertaining the ^ lewifh Reb'gion, they were receiued 
into the fello wfliip of the Couenant, and that by Gods 
fpeciall Commandement, and made partakers of the 
Seales and benefits thereof, together with the lewes 
accordingly. So were the mixt multitude that came 
out oiEgjft with the Ifraelites, the feruant bought 
with money, and the ftrangct and fojourner, were ad- 
mitted to tkePaiTeoucr ( if they would firftbe circum- 
cifed) and then they were accepted into the Church, 
as if they had becne borne in the land, < One I^m 
fhii&be to him that U home btne ami to the firdnger that 
fojo$trneth amongSt jou, and that not only for the Ce- 
remonial], but euenforthe Morall alfo, asisexprefly 
fecdowne in the fourth Commanderoent, where bocn 
Magiflratein Alfembly and Mafter of a family ftand 
charged, to looke that the ^ ftranger within the gates 
doe keepe holy the Sabbath day. 

Secondly, If by the Law of Mo/es you meane the 
Dodrine of Mofes^ which as a holy Prophet he hath 
written and fet downe vpon record in his fiue Bookes, 
and whidi Chrift himfelfe alledgeth by the nameef the 
Law of • Mofes,2S tjcftifyingot himfelfe and his fufFe- 
rings, Lukf a4« 44. I fay, the Law of Mofes in this 
fenfe, was giuen as well vnto vs of the Gentiles, as t»

I written f§r our inftrficlioH and edification : And Paul 
hirofclfc made this vfc of the g Law, when being at 
Rome, vntofuchascamevntohis lodging, Hecxpoun^ 
dedand tefiifiedthe kingdome of God, p^Jwadtng them 
concerning I ffw J hothoutof the ^ Lawof C^iofis, and 
out of the Prophets 5 and this he did not only to the 
lewes, biKto thcGentiles alfo, Atts 18.30,3 i. 

Thirdly, If by the Law of Mofes, you mcane the 
Ccremoniall obferuations which Mofes by Comman- 
dement from the Lord, prefcribed to the I ewes, as the 
manner and forme of his folemne Worlhip, and as Fi* 
gures and Types of good things to come in Chrift (as 
the Euangelifts and Apoftles doe vfually, when they 
* fpeake of the Law of M^fes) then I fay. The Law 
of C^fofes in this fenfe, was giucn vnto the lewes only, 
not only as a partition wall betwixt them and the Gen- 
tiles, butasayoketoreftrakiethcm, a » h^nd-writing 
to conuince and condemn e them, and as a (harpeand 

I fcuere^ Schoolemaftcr, todriue them to feekeforhelpc 
and * healkig vndcr his wings, who was and is, the 
«» truth of thofc types, and " fubftanccof thofc ® fha- 
dowes, Ghrift lelus. But the Law of Afofes in this 
ftnfe, will doc you but little feruice, to th« drawing is 
of yourconclu(ion,forthe vttcr abolifliingof theMo- 
rallLaw. 

Fourthly, If by the Law of Mofes, you vnderftand 
theMdrall Law or Ten Commandements (as needs 
youmuft, if you will difputc ad idem, or fpeake to any 
purpofe ) then why might you not as well haue fee it fo 
downc, and dealt plainly, as wrap vp your meaning 
infuch ambiguity and obfcurity, and that not only in 
this Argument, but in fiuc or fix of thofe alfo which 
follow after?

All which places I haue fearcht, and feenc, and will 
now tell you what I haue found by fifliing in them. 

I9.2>39&c. you feeme tovrge on this 
manner y " cMofes had charge from Godtofpcaketo the 
" hotsfe of lacoh and fo the children of Ifrael : Ifyee wilt 
" o6ey my voice and kfcpemy Couenant, then yee fhallbe^ 
*^4 fcculiar treafure vntome aboue all feople^ and yee 
*^fhallbe vnto me a kingdome ofpriefls ana an holy nation j 
and hereupon you^ would infcrre, that the Morall 
Law was giuen vnto the lewes only. That the Morall 
Law for the manner of deliuery, promulgation, and 
diuers circumftances, of perfons, times, places, and 
forme of Legall Coucnant, was peculiar to thclewilh 
Nation, wc doe now againe ( as often before ) mod wil- 
lingly acknowledge. A^ofes was to the lewes a P Pro- 
phet to teach them, a ^ Lawgiuer to gouerne them, a 
melfenger and "^ Mediator co deale betwixt God and 
them, *" a rigorous cxaftor of abfolutc obedience, a 
^ feucre atienger of all difobedience, yea he was a mi-^ 
niflerof ^ condemnatioh td allchem that could not fee 
through the veilc that was vpoil his face, into the end 
of the Law Chiift lefus ; and thus the lewes euen vn- 
till this day ( the veile remaining yet vpon their hearts

By which titles, 
dignities, and priuiledges,the Apoftles Peter and Paul 
and others, doe call vs of die Gentiles, to obey the 
Commandements of the Morall Law,euen now in the 
dales of the Gofpell, as Mofes did the lewes in the 
place which you alledge ( Sxod. 1 9. 2, 3 ,4,5. ) by the 
lame roeanes at the giuing of the I^w. For example, 
becaufe wc are a *l chofen generation, a rojatt pru/i- 
hoody c^c. therefore we muft be of honeft conuerfacion, 
I Pet.i.^f 11. becaufe we are his peculiar people, 
therefore we muft be ^ealotes of goodworkftty Tit. 2,14. 
becaufe we are tht Ifrael of God, we muft therefore 
walke according to this rule 5 becaufe he hath put his 
lawes and his fpirit in our hearts, therefore we muftfo 
^eak^ and fo doe, as they that /haS be judged by the Law 
of liberty. Of all thefe we may fay, as S. lohu ^ faith of 
the Commandement of loue, ( whid^hM^te fumme of 
the Law) Urethrenywewriteuonew Commandement vn^ 
t§ jouy but the old Commandements which fee hadfrom 
the beginning.

vpon » all that beare the name of Chrift andprofelfe 
the Gofpell, and fo further to be publiftiedand vrged 
by the » Minillcrsof thcGolpcll, as occafion (hall re- 
quire, cuen vnto the n end of the world. Neithcrdoe 
we now receiue the Morall Law as Mofes difciples, to 
the fame end, and vpon the fame tearmes as did the

To cms I anfwer, That wcdoenotdeny^ but^as the 
Morall Law was dchuered both by word and writing 
jtochelewesas then they flood, tnere wereinitfome 
things, couching the perfonall eftatc and condition of 
that people, wtnch were temporall and peculiar to 
thar people on ly • Such was the lace blefling of God in 
their wonderful! deliuerance out of the land^ oi Egjfft% 
atld out of the houfisof bondage, ( being but ^ three 
monechcs before the giuirg of the Law) which being 
yecfo frefh in their memories, andrhe remembrance 
chereof (o fweec vnco chcm^ was held in che wifdome 
of God ( ron(idc. ing rhei' duh^ellr vnco holy duties ) 
to be as a fpurre, or a goad, to quicken chem andpro- 
uoke chcmco yecid obedierc<r vttto the M'^ralluw, 
both in generall, ( as in the Pi eface ro the L^tw, m this 
and otho- places which youaliedgc) and in " fpeciall 
to the fourth Commandemenc^ in keeping of the Sab- 
bath day, DcHt.^.i^yi^. And yet we know for cer- 
taine, thacchis reafon taken from their deliueranceout 
of Bfjpt^ was temporall only, and not perpetuall % 
both becaufe the lord doth charge the children of 
Ifrael, vpon their deliuerance out of the Babylonian 
captiuity, to fay no more, The Lord tt$$eth which 
brought vf the children %f Ifrael ® eat of the land cf 
Egyft.but^ The Lord Hueth which trom^t vptbe chil- 
dren of Ifrael out of the laud of the North : and alfo be- 
I caufe the deliuerance out of Fgypt, being literally and 
pcrfonally taken inthcfe places, could binde no mere 
of the children of Ifrael to henre. and obey the Law, 
but only them^ that in their owne perfons werefode- 
Iniered^andwkh their owneeatcs ' heard the voice of

You fee then^ 
that the p^jrtio^iir oMiu.eniency of this reafon, taken 
fri^na ^h^l^cii^fr^nc/^ifm, of Egjpt, willnpt binde the 
MoraU;Law i|i aKolute propriety tq the lewes, nei- 
ther only, nor^lwaie; < And alfo^ that, not fomuch 
the fpecisdli quality of the bcpcfir, as the general! equity 
of thf £uney is to ^e weighed and confidered in thii 
re^rpn ^ f^P i( qorpora^l deliucran^es were, or elfe 
might haue beene of foc^ie force to draw carnall Ifrael 
cohear^ and obfiy the MprallLaw) why are not, or 
ought Dpc fpirituall deliueronces be of like eflPefl and 
povyfr, t;opreuail^ with all Beleeuers, the 'irue Ifrael 
I ojf God, -co the fame purpofe ? And wlio doubteth, 
but a Minister of the Gofpell, to draw the peppleof 
God to pcrforme the duties of piety and charity in the 
firllapd ftpcondTabk^might by analogy and lijkerqtii* 
tyj prwh apd prgd^im^ } Thus faith the Loj?d, hefiW 
o Ifraf 1^ I am ^e|.ordthy Qod, which haue d^liuered 
theefrQiTi th^ ^ppwer of darknelle, and crandgted thee 
into the kii^Qilic qf the Sonne of my louf : Thou 
fhalt have no ^ other Gods before me, 6cc< Efpedally, 
feeing there Wfkf neiier any " mercy matchablc with 
this mcFcyv^ ncMcr ' any louc like vnto this loue, the 
Lordb^ing more y gracious and glorious in this de- 
liuerance, |han in any other (ipce the beginning of th^ 
world wIu.c(QfU(nr,::^nd y!clinfo doing, (for ought I 
(ee)^he (h^u)d noKQflFeir lany violence^tQ the Morall 
L»w, nprf^hywTjCtfigttoihe tawgiucr, no naore than if 
heh^ iaid^ Hearpd Chriftians> Tht ^gr^cerf G^ith^ 
I ,y iringeth 
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tringeth JuIha tton fM men hath i^penr^d, and U4cbeth 
Vf, that dehjing vngodlineffe and w^ldtj Ifi/tst ^c fiould

whole Morall Law. 

As for chat promife of long life and profperity^ 
annexed to the fifth Commanddlnent, Exod.to.ii. 
which * you yrgc, as if it were approprfated only to 
the Land of Canaan^ that you might binde faft the Mo- 
rall Law mto the lewes ondy 5 The Apoftle Paul^ 
Efhef6.i. (hallgiue you ( vpqn the fame ground of 
general! equity ) an effeAuail and fiill anfwer there- 
unto. For, prcfling and perfwading there, diucrs du- 
ties of the Moirall Law^ he requireth and allureth 
children to honour and obey their Parents, both by 
precept and by promife of the firft Comdiandement of 
the fccond Table : Children ^ faith he, ohy jonr Parents 
m the Lerdy for this is right : Honor thy father and mo^ 
ther^which is the firfi Commdndement vrith promi/e, that 
itmajbeweU with thee, and thou maiefi li$ie long om the 
earth. The precept he fetteth downe in the fame I 
words, as it is written in the Law, Exod. 20. 1 2. The l 
promife he a little changeth, not in the fubftance and 
quality of it, but in the circumftance of perfons and 
place, and that according to the rule of generall equity 
and conueniency, (or the better vnderftandingand en- 
ioying of the fame* The fubftance and quality of tf^e 
promife, to fuch children as honour and obey tneir Pa- 
rents, is one and the fame, be they lewes or Gentiles, 
vIkh long life and a profperous eftate in this world, 
and this is perpetuall as the precept it felfe is; The cir- 
cumftances of perfons and place, are different in both |, 
places. For tn the gioi^^g of che Law, Exod.it.ii. 
the promife wa$ at tHar time directed to thepeople of 
theiewes,^o bciiiadq good in the Land dtc^waani 
rutiiiing rhtids ^ettbr^ Ti4rthj ddesmay belong in the 
'^--^ whi^^rJL^ri thy -godgiuetli^hee. 'But in the 
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renewing and^ applying of the Law, in and fince the 
dayes or Chrift^ the promife is directed to ail belee* 
uers^boch lewes and Gentiles, as the Apoftle doth 
here deliuer it to th? Efhejians in thefe tearmes, That it 
maj te well with thee^ dnathat than maifi hue long ( not 
only in Qanxan or in Ephefiu ) but on the edrtb, 
u whatfoeuer thy eftate,or vvherefoeuer chy abiding be. 
How oppofite and contrary to the Apodles judgement 
and dealing, is your poficionand opinion i You will 
needs wholly aboUlb the whole Moral! Law, the Apo- 
ftl^doth eftiibirfli it I you' will needs haue it to be 
giuen to the lewes ooly, the Apoftle faich it belongeth 
to the Gentiles alfo $ you will needs abotiihthe pre« 
cept, bec^iufe of fome circucnftance wanting now in 
the promife, the Apoftle pafling by or letting fall the 
circumftance, ( as temporall ) preferueth and main- 
taineth thefubltanceand equity of them both as per- 
pctuall 5 you will needs rcftraine and confine the 
blefling of long and happy daies vnco C'^ffoauy the 
Apoftte doth extend and enlarge it to euery City and 
Countrcy, to euery corner and quarccr of the earthy 
euen oucr the vniuerfall world. 

"Lcc thisfufficc for anfvvtr ro the fcriptures which 
youhauebroughtoutof thcip. and lo. Chapters of 
Extfdfu J as for the reft which you heape vp out of 
Dent eronomy Md the Pfalmfs, to the number of a do- 
zen more ( being alLone in fubftance with thefornKr) 
afld diuers of them the very fame in theVarae words i 
Me thinks youdealeas wifely herein, as if hauing of- 
fered to pay a Ihilling in two Jdxpences, you niould( to 
fliew your ftore ot filucr ) draw out twelue fingle 
pence alfoj to di(charge tht fumme, as reckoning Oie 
payment tobebetter in many peeces than in few| bc- 
caufe the /hew and flouri(h is not fo great in few, as 
in many. But feeing it is fo ordinary with you ta deU- 
uer in yoiirScripcMres, and Tefttmonies,- by number, 
rather than by ineafure,i and fo to cairy out or couer aa 
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error, with fomc colour and (hew of crucb, I will fol- 
low you no further in this maze, but either put you 
ouer for anfwer vnto that which I haue anfwered to 
tbeformer of likenature, or clfe giue you ouer to rufine 
round in your owne cirde, vn tiU you waxe giddy with 
your owne conceit, andcourfe, asmanyothenof Uke 
temper haue done before you.

The Apoftles were 
firft indeed to offer the food of the Gofpell vnto the 
lewcs,. but when they as wanton or wielced children 
turned away their food from ^Imtoi, they. waxed bold, 
and faid) Lae^ ^ wet^ttme ^in^^ the Gentiles % ijbacthe 
Prophecy ol Ifaiak flight io be folfiUed in all this 1 
Omof ^ Sion/hallgoe forth a tatPy ^ttd^tkewordef.tbe

A$fiH<hac of ^^i 14.16. Hqw doth this follow ? 
Tk^ Lard imtimes faft fttff^ered all Nations to walki ^ 
their emne woks, iscgf^ tfac Morall Law was giyen co 
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the Icwcl enly^ for the titm paft^ and not vnto vs of 
the Gentiles for the rimeprcfent. For althotigh the 
Gcnrileshadnof theLaw^ written in Tables of ftone, 
CO teach them to walke in the waies of God, fo euident^ 
ly as the lewes had j yet had they the efFcA of the Law 
written in their hearts iH times paft $ but nov^-fihce the 
daies of the Gofpell, the beleeuers of the Gentiles 
haue the fame MoraliLaw written in the fiefliy ^ Ta- 
bles of their heart, by the 6nger of Gods Spirit, with 
much dearer light s of knowledge in their mindes^ 
and tduch greater power of gracie m their hearts '^ and 
liues, than euer the lewes that firfl h.d it written in 
Tables of ftone had. For proof e whereof, if other 
Scriptures were (ilcnt, yet thole which you produce 
for yourfdfe^ will fpeake enough to feruemy tume, 
Rom.y 14. aind^^.tp; and 9.4,5,^>7,8.

Bucdothhe 'nocfay 
in his Paraphrafe on Romans Z. chat theGentiles were 
a lege LMoftica aliena f Yes he doth, and he tels you 
what he meaneth, when he addeth 1 Nulla Mofrka le- 
gis prafcripto monebantttr, but only had rem ItgU^non 
tahulis fed mentibm inftriptam : '^ They were not ddme^ 
^* nifhed what to doe, and what to leaue zmdone, hy any

demnation^ and a killing letter) it vvas then to the 
lewes a (harpe and feuere 8 Schoolcmaftcr to driue 
them Vnto Clurift Icfus, not diredly, as teaching, 
pointingout, or promiGng Chrift vnto them, butin- 
direftly, and as it were occafionally, forcing them by 
^ forrow,and fcarc,and defpaire of their owne righte- 
oufnclFe, ( forobtaininglifeby the Law) to caft about, 
andfeeke forfome remedy ancd relcefe clfewhere (as

Law ? I anfwer, Ncucr any either did or could actaine 
vnto this bleiredneiFe of eternall life, by their keeping 
" of the Law, by rtafon of their wants, and weak- 
ndlcs, defe^liue, and imperfe£l obedience vnto the 
fame ; but all chat euer were, are, or Iball be fobleifed, 
mud attaine xhaeunto only by the rigiicecufnelfe of 
' faith, in theabfoluce and perfe£l obedience of Chriil 
leTus. And yet notwithftahding, that which you fay 
you could neuer.finde, we haue now not only found 
out for you, but brought it to your hand, t/i^^ ( that 
faluation hath beenc promifed to him which (Iiould 
keepetheLaw) whofoeuerhc were that could fulfill 
it in all things accordingly. A further proofe whereof, 
you may yet take if you pleafe, firom the anfwere of 
our y Sauiour to the Scribe, or Lawyer, demanding; of \ 
him what he /honld doe to inherit eternall life ? what is 
writtenmthe'^LaWf faith he, how readefi thott ? And 
when the Lawyer had anfwcred, out of the Law, Thoft 
Jbalt lone the Lord thy God wit hall thy hearty and with 
all thjfotde^ and with all thy firength^ andwtthaHthy 
mindey and thy neighiouras thy /elf e : Chrift replied vn- 
to him. Then hafi an fwered rights thk doe and thou (halt 
Hue. In which words, our Sauiour Chrift doth both 
expound the promife made in the Law, to the keeping 
of the Law, vi^. [ doe this and line \ nor of ^his tem- 
porally but of ^ eternall life \ and alfo maketh him- 
felfe, a promife of Saluation to him that would keepe 
the Law, if fo be he oould doe it accordingly :;Ccr- 
tainly itisilrange to me^thatyou could neuer,nnde out 
thus much before, feeing both Oldofes and the Pro- 
phets, Chrift and his Apoftles, haue laid-it-downe fo 
plainly before your face^ that had your .cies beene in 
/ ^ year 
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your head (as a wife mans are) nay had they bccne 
but in your heeles, you might haue runne and read, 
feeneand found, the * promifeof faluarionmadevn* 
CO him that (hould keepe the Law, both in che old 
and new Teftamenc. The >> blinde fhan in che Gofpell^ 
chac had buca liecle glimmering lighc and fight, Jaw 
men wdkiffg as trees i and you chat would be loch to 
be reckoned amongft che bhnde or * purblinde, can- 
not fee wood for trees, but \\\itAgar cry out, you 
can findo no water, and yet the well liech open be- 
fore your eies. Bm ic may be, chough che well were 
opai^ yec your eies were (hue, ( as hers alfo were ) chat 
(he could not fee till che Lord had opened chem, 
which I' pray, che Lord may doe for you alfo^ and 
then (hall yoii fee more plainly, both this and other 
points of Gods cruch, which though you haue fought, 
yec haue you notfeene^ and though you haue groped 
afcer rhem, yec haue you not' found them^ bccaufe the 
Lordliach hid chem from your eies. 

I come now vnco your laft Argument, which makes 
vp the full dozen. *' Repentance ( you fay ) is a part of 
'*iheGolp^l/,Kom. 1.4-2 Pet. 5.9. It is. And what 
doe youcolleft or conclude hence? Erge^ chcMorall 
Law is vtterly aboli(hed. Of what force chis youl: Ar- 
gumenc is, you may fee by che like. The Prodigals 
recurning co his Facner,was a part of his reconciliacion 
wichhim \ Ergo^ his humilianon vpon chefenfe and 
fight of his finne, was of no vfe at all for that purpofe. 
RemKBon of (inne from God, is a pare of juflincacion 5 
Ergo, confcffion of (inne co God^ is now of no vfeac 
all. The promifes of erace areaparcof cheGofuelli 
Erge, the precepts of che Law of God are no rules of 
obedience in the daies of che Gofpell. If chefe Argu- 
ments be firme and found, then fuchis this of yours 
alfo % but if chey befo feeble and weake, chiat chey haue 
no (bengch eicher co beare or bring forch a good 
conclufion^ then mud I cake yours in chis eaule ht 
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the like^ vntill you can (hew me fome difference or 
diflike becwixc them : for what though repentance^ 
* faTttiro/tf^ ( being taken for our ^ efl^ftuall renoua- 
tion^ % regeneration^ 3 conucrfion, 4 newnelfeof 
life^ turning from our finnes to embrace and obey the 
Gofpell) be indeed a part of die Gofpell, (becaufe 
none can comevntothis, but they that hauethe^ fpi- 
rit of grace powred vpbn them^ and the word of grace 
^ ingraffed in them, and the ^ gift of grace to beleeue 
and obey the Gofpell bcftowed vpon them ) yet neucr- 
theleflfc^this maketh nothing againft the fpeciall offices 
9nd vfes of the Morall Law, either for the ^ conuiAion 
of finners, or dire£Hoaof Saints, to prepare them for 
repentance, by ^ pricking of their ^ hearts, or to 
bring forth fruits worthy 61 1 repentance, for the well 
ordering of their lines. The Law hath his vfe, to 
worke ^ (Hvnuikatu^ipeg^itentidm: The Gofpell his force, ] 
CO worke ^ fn-mmdi^i refipifieftfUm ; and both are 
needfull for C hriOians, euen at this prefen t, as former- 
ly they haue euer bcene. 

^ Cabdne fpeaking of thelaft claufe otPetirsSct' 
mon, wherein he diargeth the lewes, that they had 
crucified Chrift lefus, faith, he did this, Fi majori 
eonfciintU Jo/ore uQi, ddremedkim af^irareftt^ andfo 
layeth open the hainoufnelTc of that finne in theft 
words : Chjhs atdcs, mh crtuUlitatis modo & fccleris 
pleM eraty fed etiam immanis ddverfiu Deum fcrfidUy 
f(tcrileg^, ingratitiidini^^ denique ApofidJU tefiimomum : 
and then he giues in the next words, this reafon of this 
courfe $ Verum ita vuherari 9f$rtmt ne ad quarendam 
\medkinam tardi ejfevr. Here I doe demand, whence 
had the lewes this fight and fenfe of fo many finnes 
in that one, of crucitying the LordTefus 3 as of cru- 
elty, wickednefTe, perfidioufndle, facril^e, ingrati- 
tude againftGod, and apoftafie firom God i Whence 
had they that^ prickc in their hearts, and wound in 
/rhcir confcience for thefe finnes j Had they no light 
/ by 
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by rhc'Law to canuincc them, no ftrokc -by the Law 
to wound them i Jf finncbca » tranfgrcflion of the 
Law, and by the Law comes the "knowledge of (inne^ 
andif Hnnebe not ^ imputed nor prclFed but by the 
Law, how can it be, but the Law had lome hand in 
wounding and affliflmg their hearts for thefe Ilnnes i 
and in opening their eies to fee and difcerne the fame i 
I deny nor, for I doubt nor, but the P Spirit as the fin- 
ger of God, had hiselpcciall and principall worke in 
their humiliation and conueriion ; that is not the 
qiieflion. The Spirit may worke by the ^ Law, to 
make vs fenfible of nnne,andtocaftvs downevnder 
the weight of Gods wrath for it, as well as it ma/ 
worke by the ' Gofpcll, to make vs looke vp vnto 
Chrifl, and to railevs vptofomehopeandalfurance 
of the mercy of God, for pardon and forgiuendfe of 
the fame. It is fufScienc for me, both againft your 
polition and allegation, if in the worke of their re- 
pentance, containmg both their ^ Auerfion from finne, 
I and their Conuerdon vnto God, theMorall Law had 
any, cither ^ force or vfe, which I am well alfurcd any 
judicious and indiflPerent Reader by this which hath 
beenefaid, will judge, that Jc had. 

When DiQnjpM\ as » tyffolUicrtu reporteth ) had 
caft Licurgw into a fury or frenfie, he in chat diftem- 
per talcing a hatchet in his hand, whiles bethought he 
had fmitten downe the branch of a Vine,with the fame 
hand and hatcherflew his owne fonne. What Dionyfim 
h< was, that cafl you firft into this fit or frenfle, ciror 
or heretic, I know not % but it feemes, whiles you 
haue lift vp your hand and your hatchet, your skill 
and pen, to cot downe the Morail Law, a branch of 
Gods Vine, the dint and danger of the llroke, hath 
li^ht vnawares vpon your owne foule, as his did vpon 
his owne fonne, though not abfolucely to kill it, yet 
to wound itvnto death, Tnlelfc the Lord recouer it by 
giuing yourepcncaace, and efeAuilly cure it by po w- 
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ring in chc.balme of his mercy and truth (which I 
pray he may doc ) in the offerings and fuffeungs of 
Chrift lefus. 

Your many other Arguments which for breuity 
{ake (as you fay ) or rather for leuicy {akc (as I con- 
ceiue ) you omit^ for vanity fake I fee you muft needs 
call vpon and that by name^ as if you had in rcadinelle 
a fre(h fupply of armed men ( in cafe of danger } tore- 
new the Dgbt and win the field, Sima/ia, iorax, 
Sjrifie, fetfrnrnmi. Ccda alUs 5 uhi ccwt$trio eft Savj^d ? 
& nunifnUu furum ? Eccum ddeft. FbiMij f Thus 
doo you well refemblc bragging Thrafo^ bchauing 
^imfelfc proudly, sind brauing his aduerfary vainly, 
both with that he hath,and alfo with that he hath not: 
For hauing brought out your heft appointed forces ia- 
to the field, you ^1 on ftilf, rii altf ? as though there 
-were yet fo many, and fo many, and many more be- 
bindc I whereas poore man, you haue not a man mpre^ 
nokhcr tag nor rag to follow you, feeing /oIm Sanh 
ferttMt dom$i99K Take fo much of this to your felfe 
and your former Arguments, as may befl fit you \ and 
rcferuethe reft, for the other, whicb yec fit at home 
with Samo to kcepe the houfe. 

Your referenceeo 2f/ir,^iv//M Common-places, giues 
no better fatisfaftion, now we haue taken the pajnes 
to view all the quartern and corners of thofe fpeoall 
places which you haue betnepleafed tofendvs vnta 
ibr that purpofe. For if either you will ftand vnto 
L^UifcnltUy or iMafculus will not ftand againft hiai- 
felfe, you may and fl)aU,eucn there, apd tbenc;c,rec.eiu<b 
refolution to ^tisfie you, that there wc fiiKic no fuch 
fatisfaAion, as you haue dreamed may be found in 
thofe places. 

He that ferioulfy readeth, and aduifedly confide- 

reth, what iMs$fcmlm hath WTitten in the place, I>e 

4Ar9gdtiou9 Legis Afofaieat may cafily percebeboth 
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the abrogation of riieCcrcinoniall,aiidiudiciall,and 
the Morall Law, only To £ure, u it wu />A: At«r«, ^ii- 
lifitriiOK t-Mofu, Mmi^tHum M'^i, virtm fecenti, 
Htera •ceidtMt, ir»m, maUdiBiaium & mortem *f trans. 
And all this neither huitnhvs not helpeth you, for 
the vttcr abrogating of the whole Morall Law. For 
albeit, (brtbekofficesKniayberaidtobeabolifbedto 
themthatiuvtruebeleeuersin Chrift Icfui, in which 
rcfpcfl they are Jaid, not to be vndcrtheLawbutvn- 
dcr grace ] yet for othcrrfcs and ofliccSj theMorall 
Law is in force fttU, as to be a nile of obedience, to 
difosuercorrupciontandttanfgreilions, to be a bridle 
of reftraint vnto Hniie and finners, ts Mtifimlm in the 
fame place and elfewhete doth acknowledge, alle- 
ging that out of the Rtrntiiu, ShaS wt Jhmt-, htcta^e 
tvt mrt t:at Vftd&r the Lmv Imt vnder Gruet t Gidffrhid, 
and gluing vs thereby to rnderlland, that fuch ai are 
in the flate of grace, eueorhcfonneiofGod, arefer- 
uantsTnto the Law for obedience vntorighteoufncfle, 
though chcy be treed ftcKBthelawoffinneand death. 
They are not indeed vnder the Law, as a rigorous cx- 
aClor, aHdtetrtbleauenger, but they arcniderjt, as a 
righteous commander, and holy conduAcr, to Icade 
them in the waies of righteoufncfle and holineflc. 
Agreeable hereunto, isthatwhich jW«/?«/wf infierrcth 
hereupon, Qm Chrifiimnuefi ( faith he) etimtfi run 
Jh fmb Md^frit M*fis, fnftere* tumeii tun ejilAtr 
<R< ftcwttltim ea f nm fmnt impid ffi- inji^ii, 4ule»^ & 
f*UM iSkitd. Now I would gladly know, feeing no- 
thing can be impious and Tnjuft, but that which ii 
iBkitmm, Tnltwfullj atid notlung is finneorvnlaw- 
fiill, but that which is knowncand acknowledged to 
bcfi>,bythelightand line of the MorallLaw: how 
fhall a Chriftan once imagine, chat the Morall Law 
is to Utti wholly abolifh^, feeing he continually 
Aands id need of it, as of 4 iMithtni& xmtP hie feet, 
Mtial^btvnHlm fMtbt, andmuft haue daily recoaife 
Q^t vnto 
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vntoit^ rofe<;whacis right and whac. is wrong, what 
he ought CO doe^ and whr^t. hi? ought cp Icaue vndonc i 
And it- here you. reply, fjiaerheGofpell teachethvs to 
deny vngodl^nefff dnd worldly Infts^d fo liuegodljirightc^ 
onfiy^und fiber Ij, in thisfrcfint world: Lanlwer Jx is moll 
true, that fuch ashaue theireies enlightned with- the 
light of the Gofpell, and their hearts feafoned with the 
graceof it^, looking into theglalFc of the Morall Law, 
doc fee more clearciy into the beauty and glory of it, 
jjiidge more wifely of things that differ in it, worke 
raorecflfc<ftually by louc in all the duties of it, renounce 
andrelifl more powerfully all thcaffeAions and ^£\u 
ons of flnnc tha: rif? againft it, and make all the Com- 
mandements thereof more eafie, and the burden more 
light,, than ocherwife it could be vnto them. AH this 
the Gofpcll teacheth and workech in Vs, and for vs, 
but it teacheth all this, by (he lines and lellons, pre- 
cepts andprohibitions, of the Morall Law, and wor- 
kethall this vpon the Morall grounds of loue in the 
Law, and walketh in obedience by the fpiritof adojv 
tion and hberty, not in the fp.irit of fcarc and dauery. 
And therefore by all this^ it may eadly appcare, that fo 
long as theGofpell is eftablifhed, the Morall Law can 
neuer bo wholly aboliflied. This conclusion receiucth 
further ftrength from another, made by i^lufculm 
himfclfe in the fame place, to the fameend«. .^Mrr, 
ChriftUntu faciens contra ea f/st^ pnaceffa fmt^in Dsca^ 
Ugo enormv^ feccati quam fi ftth lege confiitutus face-- 
ret^ tMn abefi ut Itber fip ab iff. ijU£iSicfrd'Tipifi»tur j 
etcfiim tametji Ubcr efi a M^fir hattd tdm^n liber ejj- ab 
oh^entia Chriftji.-aC' vfr4rj^lfitf^.' In whiplvfetjitence 
we may obferue chiefs fcM'^alJtpl'oppfitions, all feruing 
to maintainc the/vfe of the Morall Law amongtt- 
Chrillian.9« Firft^ that the Diecalogue, i. the Morall' 
Law.or Xeo Gomn^aadsrmenrs, being a past of^hc- 
written word, and reuealed :willof Godjudoth yet; for 
tbe fubftgnce ^kcontiaue^aud concerojc allChriftiass. 

Secondly, 
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Secondly, thac the precepts and prohibitions of the 
Decalogue, doebindeall Chriftianstoalkgeanccand 
obedience. Thirdiy^rhat a Chriilian doing any thing 
againdthe Decalogue or Moral I Law, finnetii more 
grieuoufly vnder the Gofpcll, than any Icwromtnit- 
tingtheiame finnes vnder the Law. Fourthly, that 
Chrilbansdocnotentertaine^ nor maintaine the Mo- 
rail Law as C^/i'/r/dircipIcs, receiuingit and obeying 
it vpoQ thefame conditions, and to the fame ends, as 
Moftj did deliuer it, and impofe it vpon the lewesj- 
bnras.thedifciples ot Chrift Icfus, whoisithe Lord 
of his houfe, and tlie only Lawgiuer for the well orde- 
ring of it. Now fbrofmuch as Chrift teftifieth of hfrn- 
fclfe, that he came not to defttoy but to fulfill the Law, 
clearing the beauty and renewing the. fjpirinjall vigor 
and vertue of it, taking away thcrerroiLand abating the 
burden and rigor, but noc dianging'thcnaturtf, nor 
abohfliingonejo£of tbcfubft^ceof it : yea further, 
not only commending ai>d commanding itxoall his 
difciples, and in them to all true Cbriiliaas, but put- 
ting it into our mindes, and writing ic by the finger of 
his fpiric in our hearts^ andmakii>gtt«viit6v»a roy«il 
Law of liberty, not a yoke of bondage ind feartf 
{therefore doe we now willingly recciac and obey the 
i Commandements thereof, and doe nornovr actoimc 
them gricuousy but in Chrift gracious, holy, jufl, and 
gpodj th^ dutic$ whereof . we dcQre and cndeuourro 
pcrforme withdeUgbt, kiK>wi)ig that our infinniries 
are CDuered,pur wants fMPplied, oiir fiiines pardoned, 
and our fcruices accepted, ihchcabfoluteand perfect 
obedience of him t)>atdid 4bfelutcly,£ulfill the Lawior 
vs, that i$j of Chrift leAis. According vnto chefc 
grounds, we may fay vtithMnfcu/w ^ That although a . 
Chriftian be free from M^fes, yet is be not free from 
the obedience of Chriil, norof true rigbreoufnellc ) 
and if be be not free from the obedience of Chriil 
[ that is^fudi as both by precept and patcerue^hc taught 
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and required^ according to the precepts of the Moral! 
Law] then \% a Chriltian bound in the diics of the 
GoTpclL to the obedience of the Morall Law : A nd if 
a Chriltian be not freed from the obedience of true 
righteoufnelTe [ and the rule of true righceoufncire be 
the Morall Law ] ( as all Diuines doe agree^ and as 
Chrift and his Apoftles hauc taught the Churches ) 
then is a Chriftian bound in the daies of the Gofpell^ 
to yccld obedience ynto the Morall Law. Now if you 
be pleafcd to lay all diefe together, the reckoning will 
arife to another and a greater fumme, than you imagi- 
ned or cxpefted, an this tinle and place $ and that, not 
to feed your fancy and (erue your humour, for the vt^ 
ter abrogttkm of the whole Morall Law, but to con- 
firme the contrary truth, for ratifying and eftablifhing 
thereof amongflChriftians, in thedaiesof theGofpell. 
Shall I trouble you yet with one other condufion out 
oiMufifdiu^ for your farther fatisfaAion, that he h 
tu>c ( for certainc ) of your minde, for the vtter abro- . 
gation of the Morall Law. i2Mr#^4W4^j9 (faith he )|

He is fiurre from condemning the vfe of the Mondl 
Law I you are eager and hot in purfuing of it euein vnto 
death and Ttter ddllru^on : He will allow and com* 
mend the vfe c^ it> and them that vfe ic too, for cate- 
chizing children or nouicetin religion ^ there is nei- 
ther man woman nor childe, younger nor elder, that 
canuicreacyoii^u> gtiicdicmleatteorU>erty^tohaiie 
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any thing ac all to doe wicb ir. And here by the way I 
Ipray^ you beaducrcifcd, chachowf^eucrtbis allegation 
J befuffidemcoconfuce your opinion, yet doc not I fo 

allcdgeir, as altogether co approueir, nor can I fo ci- 
ther tninkcor fpeakc of the Decalogue or Moral! Law, 
as here Yiy\ix MMi/culi4s doth write of it: for whereas 
Ke will not allow k any other plaeein the Church bm 
in the Catcchifme, nor the explicatibn thereof to Be 
necdfull for any but for nouices and children ^ I am of 
opinion, chat che miniftry and induftry of the mofl |a- 
dicious, religious, and beft experienced Diuioe$,iiiay 
well and worthily, profitably and comfortably bo cm- 
ployed, in fccking and fearching out the infinite and 
admirable wifdome, together with other the decpe 
things of God^ which are hid in the Moral! Law, and 
that not only for their owne priuate inflruAion, but 
for the edification of the ripeft and chicfeft of Gods 
children. And whofbeuer he be, diat thinlis fo little 
and fo light knowledge of the Morall Law will feme 
the turne, that it is to be held only as Biilke for babes, 
and not as ftrong meat for men of riper agc^ I am 
afraid that t% he doth deprdle jatid abafo che Law of 
God more than is meet, fo doth he aduancc himfelfe 
too high aboue his pitch, being rafhly puft vp in his 
fleflily minde, and knowing little or nothing in this 
particular as he ought to know. For howfocuer it be 
true, that in iheMbraU Law there he fome general! 
things fo eafle and fallow, that euen z little lamfae 
may wadeintheiti ryct confidcring theinfinitcTartciy 
of matter contained in tbefpecials Sind particulars of 
the fame, thcrearemany things to be found of greater 
depth and difficulty, whcrdn a^ huge Elephant may 
fwimme aHb. Otherwifc T can hardly thinbe, that 
euer the hclj Prophets being a^l intei preocrs of die 
Moral! Law, and Chrift himfelfe the Liwgioer, fadl 
worthy and beft abte t& expound mi OflmiEiic the 
true mcaniiig of if^ and ChriAs ApofPes.lwho were 
taught 
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taught by his rpirjcchecruercnfethetcof) would aier 
either all oranyofthcm^ haue taken all erhalfe that 
paines, in opening and applying, extending and en- 
larging, clearing and explaining,vrging and enforcing, 
of the Morall Law, and that both by vvoid and wri- 
ting, preaching and exhorting, as we know by.thck 
publike records they haue all donc^ and that amongll 
thePriellsand Prophets, Oodors and Expounders of 
the Law, Saibes,and Pharifies,andKabbines,fuchas 
profelled thegreateft skill and vnderllandingof the 
Law , if either all or any of them had beene of his 
minde, That it is fu^cient for fush as are mor^ ripe im 
faith, tokftovf this fttmme of the Law^ Loue the Lord 
thy God with aH thj heart, and thy neighbomr as thy 
felfe, tut for the ruder fort and nouices^ it is meet that 
they teififhuRedinthe Decalogue.^ being a more flaine 
forme of liuiug, and fit for fucb ferfont^nlj. 

The other places of OHufiulus which you point 
I your finger at, namely of the Couenant, of the diffe- 
rence of the Old and New Teftament, of the abroga- 
tion of the L^all Sabbath, I haue read and perufed^ 
and finde nothing in all,or any of them (beiiij^ rightly 
vnderflood ) which I doe not willingly ailentvnto. 
If you, vpon a more fetled and fcrious reuiew of thofe 
places, iliall yet imagine there is any thing iii them 
which mayieeme to fauour of your opinion, and 
beare any cither colour or eountcnance^ for the vtter 
abohlhing of the whole Morall Law % when you (hall 
bepleafcdtonoteout, and fend vntomethe exprdfe 
words which you conceiue doe make for your pur« 
pofe^ you (hall God willing haue a returneof a more, 
particularand exprede aofwei: vnto the fame : Meanc-i 
while,if pray you now (or your further fatisfa^lion, to 
admit of this my reference alfo to Mufculm his G>m-> 
mon-places, for ellabli/bing of tbe Morall Law, and 
the right vfe thereof, feeing.yom r^fer^nce for. the vr- 
tcraMlifliingthcreof^ d^thneitbfi: ferue yourrturne, 
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nor (aci^ me at alL In chat place de Legibiu^ and 
ifaofe fcSlions^ dt tifit Lifts Mffdicdy & de vi & effi^ 
cdcU Ligis. he liach fumciendy expreflcd himfcife, 
Ithac ( howfoeuer his writing in other places might 
be taken or miftaken byothers) yetheisofopinioni 
That the Morall Law is now in the daies of the Gofpell 
of fpeciall vfe and efficacy^ euen for himfelfe and 
others, for the godly and for the wicked^ at men 
(land in the eftate of nature, or in the ftate of grace. 
Now if it fo fall oat, that Mtifcnltu may feeme vnto MuRAkcMm. m 
^you in thofe places which you haue menrioned and Avlfmn DiCMltff. 
the like to croiie himfelfe, and to be of another minde, 
concerning the condnuance, office, ^d vfe of the 
Morall Law amongft Chriftians, in the daies of the 
Gofpell I whatamwcr can bcfitter both for him and 
you in this cafe, than the very fame which he himfelfe 
giuesrnto AmgmfHne, when he found him inconftant 
and difiering from himfelfe, in thediuifion of the De- 
calogue : XS^fi quom^do dq$i$im effi p^tirit, uf mnm^ 
idqtte fih ipfi non eoHfinntis autbmiM ^mmitta aHjs

Againe, iSMtifinlm his authority 
like youfo well, why doth it not pleafe you in that 
which he hath written agreeably and ioindy with 
others more ancient, for the eftabUfhing of the A4oraU I 

Law, rather than in that wherein he diflfers fromf 
others, and from himfclfealfo, for the vtterabolilhing 
ofthe&me? 

Now, where you put vs ouer alfo vnto Zmiebim^ 

vpon Epbrfa. tr. 1 4, 1 5« de Legis Mopukd ukr^gMtune^ 
''fVbere ( you fiy ) be d^metb tbe feint very fiUfyj 
^jet be dnbwH fUmlf ( lay you ) e^cfemU tbefUees 
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'' fhat feeme ft €cntmdt£l it : , Wc nauft needs fay, 
that ZdnchiHtii Unle beholding vncd you for your al- 
l^atioli, Avhereiiv you commend aAd difcommtod, 
approuc and rcproue, what he hath written, with one 
breath i Vn0 Jpiritu iffldt calUnm & frtgidftm : Like 
the Husbandman, that returning from his workeina 
odd winters day to his dinner, did with one and the 
fame breath,both warme his hands which he felt were 
too cold, and coole his poctage which he feared were 
too hot 3 which when the poore Satyr fa w, he feared 
to dwell with him, and fled from him. Seneca calleth 
fuch a benefit, f^mem lafidofrmy and fomewhere elfe 
I haue read thejike iifk reproued in words not much 
vnlike. Kji^fantts alters pattern, alf era fert laf idem : 
and in another Language, yet to the fame purpofe, 

T^AvnictriufmifHeJ. as if a man (hould claw a mans 
head with one hand,aiid fmite him on the cheeke with 
the othen And doe not you deale with Zanchiw af- 
ter the fame manner i you feeme to claw his head 
with this approbation [*' he di^Hteth the feint very 
^ jutlj ] and prcfently you fmite him on the cheeke 
with this rebuke [ *• he doth net flainlj exfomd the 
^*f laces that feeme to ccntradifl it\ . You fay, " he 
*' di^Hteth tBe point very fiellji $ but tdl me, doth he de- 
termine the point for you i Doth he wholly abrogate 
the whole Morall Law, as you would haue vs to thinke 
of him ? Or doth he only abrogate it in regard x)f fome 
circumftances, prefcruing the fubftance thereof intirc 
ilill? Nay doth henorfirltdiftinguilh the whole Law 
of Afcfes, and diuidc the Commandements thereof 
into mandata ptindfalia, and mandata accejforia i 
The principall comprifed in the Morall Law, the ac- 
cefTory in the Ceremoniall and ludickll ; the princi- 
pall continued, the acceilbry aboliOied^ and thende- 
jterroinc, That becaufe in the Morall Law (as it was 
/giuCJl bjr Mefes to the IfraeUtes ) there were ib|nc

things of circumftancc, and fome of fubftance, fome 
elTcnciall, fome acddcncall^fbne cemporall^ fotnc eter- 
nal] : All fuch things as were matters of circumftance, 
I accidencalf^and temporally in chcMorall Law^as it was 
'giuenby Mo/is, are vccerly aboliflied 5 bucallfuchas 
were matters o£ fubflance^ciTenciall^ and eternally are 
fo farre from being abolifhed, char they are for euer 
( being confirmed by Chrift himfelfe^ Mmth.s. and 
Mdtth. II. and by his Apoftles^ Tif. 2. ii.) to be 
continued : Such are all and euery one of the Ten 
Commandemencs of the Morall Law^ containing the 
exprclfe forme of Gods etemall will^ and the fummc 
and fubftance of all duties of piety to God in the firft 
Table, and of charity towards men in the fccond : All 
whfch, faith Zdnchiits^ God req uired, from the begin- 
ning of the world before M^fes % in the time of the 
Law by Ad^fts ) afta* LMofis by the Prophets : Et 
nttmc tdnden^ jmcm tifjui mnndi^ fer Ckrifium ferf. 
eJMi jipofi§los retfuifivit^ C^ rtefmirit ^ n^id : Ana 
now at length euen vnto the end of the world, by 
Chrift and^is A|>oftles, he hath required, anddotn 
require of vs. And fo a little after, hefetteth downe 
his condufion in flat oppofiiion vnto your opinion | 
Conflut hoc fenfn legem fiwtflUiter nm ejfe akr^gMtam. 
It is euidenc, faith he, that in this fcnfe the Morall 
Law is not (imply,or wholly abrogated. But why doe 
you ceniure him for not expounding the places of 
Matth. 5. and Rom. 3 • plainly i The ptaine truth is, 
becaufe his expofition is a buckler of defence againft 
your weapons of oppbfition, which you haue taken 
vp againft the Morall LaW % you would thruft it tho* 
row with your fpeare or fword, Vtterly eo deftroy it f 
and he oppofeth a breftplate, and a (hield of fiuth, 
taken out of the Lords armory, tofaue the lift of it. 
And is this the matter for which you blame him Ms 
this the fault whereof you accufe him ? So I haue 
heard and rcad^ that one C« FimbrU an audacious 
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fellow, hauiug ac the Funerall of C. \Mantu^ cau(cd 
Qu^ Scavla^ a noble cidzen of Rome^ to be wounded, 
and finding afterwards tbac the wound was not fo 
mortall but that he might happily rccouer of it, did 
preTently call Scdv^U into queftion by courfe of Law \ 
and when it was demanded of him, what he had 
againft, or whereof he could accufe fuch a man, whom 
no man elie could fiif&ciently commend $ he anfwercd 
in a furious paffion, ^uodnan tottim telumcorforere- 
cefijfet I That receiuing a wound in his body, he had 
not rcceiued the whole weapon alfo euen vp vnto the 
hilts. ^ . r 

But to amend what Zsnchifts hath done amil!e,^you 
fay, you '* mil gi$ievs a tdfie^utafhAitus. ly. lam 
*' not come to deploy the Law tut tofidfiUit : ivhkh plact 
** ( you fay ) cunnot be vuderfiood of the forme of Mofer 
** LdWy hnt of the matter of it, or rfthe Lmv of Nat tire ^ 
Why tell me, I pray you, what you vnderAauud by the 
forme of Mofes Law 2 Doe you meane, the inward 
or outward, the elTcntiall or accidencall, the tempo- 
rary or eternall, forme of the MoraH Law I I hope 
you meane not the inward, ctlentiall, and eternall 
forme of it, which can neucr be feueredfrom the mat- 
ter of it, and the matteir you fay is perpetualL If you 
meane then the outward forme, in the manner of deli- 
uery by Mofes to the Ifraelites, together with all the 
drcumlbinccs of perfons, time, place, and other accef- 
fories of the fame, ( as what elfe you ihould meane I 
cannot imagine ) then let me tafteyour meaning I pray 
you a little better,by one or two demands toudimg this 
point and place. Firft, did lk)t Chrift come to dcftroy 
this outward forme of theMorall Law I Secondly, did 
Zanchim euer fay otherwiifc, vit,. that Chrift came 
not to deftroy theoutward forme, i. the^ircumftances, 
and accetrbrijcs of theMorall Law? Thirdly, doth 
not ZdmhiHi, auouch cuidensly the deane contrary i 
I Fou^thly^ why then doeyoulJamc his expofition, as 
/ cftablilbing 
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eftabli/hing the forme as well a» the matter of the Mo* 
rail Law i Fifdy, how doe you that haue fo long ftood 
out againft the Moral! Law^ for the abfolute abrogating 
of it^ euen the whole Law^ and wholly coo, now fo 
come ill vnto Zanchiw, and others that haue ftood 1 
forit, that you yeeld them and vs the whole fubftance 
and matter of the Morall Law to bdn force ftill, and 
content your felfe only to carry away the (hadawes, 
acccirorics, and circamftances of the fame, to ittd 
your fancy with an idk and adie conceit of a glorious 
viftory. Erregiam ver$ Uudem^ fpoHAdmpUtulifiu 
It is recorded of ToMlm Fergeriw^ ( a man very gra- 
cious with Pope ?4M/the third ) that when he atteoip* 
ted ro write againft . Luther ^ hi was fa oucrcome with 
the force of Luthtrs Arguments, chat he changed his 
opinion and became a conuerc of Lithers religion. 
I wifhitwerefo well and no ocherwifewich you, chat 
che Lord would giue you fuch a teachable and tradable 
heart and (piric, chac whereas you Iflue read ZanckiWr 
Luther, Caluine^ and other Onhodoxall Writers, with 
a mindeandpurpofecO'draw them to yeupicnor, and 
foco call them in, both aswisneilesand counfcllors- 
againft the Morall Law, you mayfabe conuinced your 
fclfe, by che euidence of che truth which they deliucr^. 
and the force of thereafons which chey render, for che 
continuance and maintenance of thcMorall Law^ that 
if hitlierco you haue noc, yec henccfoich you may,, 
renounce your error, and embrace the cruch with 
chem. 

But ] ice you haue made your felfe a boiling holc^ 
chac by way of diftinAion you might haue aneuaiion. 
^^J?9r{i^y you) itMunetbe denied, but the mMtteref 
the Decahgue, being the Lnw efNntnre% is in ferce m 
it U the Law of Nnture, and vnderfieod Phiiofofhin 
cnlfyi but how it can be in force TheoloekAlly vndtr*- 
*^ftoody (ferahat (fayyou)^ our ^uepkn in band )' 
''being we hau€n$jf arrant m Serifitareforit, but the 
Rj ^*contmrj. 
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^'comrarj^ ( you fay ) jom cdnnotfee. And I fay, if 
the mift of Philofopby had not blinded the eies of 
your Theology, you might haue feeoe as much as this 
comes vnco, and more coo. For I demand, Firft, may 
it not now be denied, that the whole Morall Law rs 
wholly abrogated, asyouaffirme, feeing it cannot be 
denied but the matter of the Morall Law is yet of force, 
as you now confeife i Secondly, if the matter pf the 
Morall Law be of force at this prefent, as the Law of 
Nature commanding $ is not the forme alfo in force 
by our conformity thereunto in obeying i And 
thirdly, if both matter and forme ( the eifentiall parts 
of the Morall Law) be yet continued, [ as it is the Law 
of Nature] that is, a natural! rule of righteoufneflfe an^l 
holineife to fuch as are in the ftate of namre $ is it 
therefore (6 depriued of all fpirituall force and vfe, 
that it cannot be alfo a fpiritudlruleofrighteoufnefTc 
andholineire,to fuch as are called to the e&te of grace? 
Fourthly, (hall Fhito and tyfrifiotle confine vs for 
teaching or learning of Naturall or Morall duties, to 
their Phyficks, or Ethicks^ their Nanirall or Morall 
Philofophyf Or would you reflraine Chriftians from 
hcarkning to tJHofes and the Prophets, Chrift and his 
ApoftIes,fbr thdr better inflru^ion and direction in 
the fame I Surely, if tme bdeeuers haue now no other 
benefit, nor vfe of the Morall Law, but as it is the 
t^awofNatustand Philofophically rnderftood 5 then 
\% the Law ( written fo diftin£Uy by Mofcs, a penman 
of the Holy Ghoft) not wrirten,as other Scriptures are, 
for our learning. Then was ^yihahums direction for 
reformatioA to no purpofe | Thij hdue M^fes Mti the 
frapbitsi tei them hedre thtm. Then may infidels and 
heathens, fee as farre into the nature and dangor of 
finne as tme Chriftianscan. Then may naturall rea- 
son be 4 UghtVMtoottrfiepSf MndM Idntherne vnteoHr 
feet^ withoift the Law written. And when all this 
praues crue^ then ihall«^{«par proue hy^Sf^» arid your 
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Natural! and Morall Philofophy, true Diuinity. 
(^4hint writing de ftfu LegU^ faith, Merita vocntur 
bene &J0fle vivindi TiguUy tUqne hie finis LegU om-^ 
I ntbtu fere n9tm efl. Ndturaliter ejuidem infculpta eft 
Ibtni^O* nt^li netitia homnibMy fui reddantttr inexcH" 
frbiies. This laft he fpeaketh of the Law of Nature, as 
common to all men, and fcruing only to leaue them 
without excufe; and prefently after he fpeaketh of the 
Morall Law, written by LMofesy and giuen by God by 
a (ingular priuiledge to the Ifraelites and fo to vs, as the 
Doftrine of good-liuing j which albeit ( as Pm/ faith) 
it be in it feJfc holy, and the Commandement tuft and 
good, yet Ajperttm eft (faith he) (jUad tUihaiciP, k^ 
gem tram eperari, (fr frefter tranfgrejjtonei ejfc foptam. 
And marlce I pray you^ to ^hom this i% sjperum, fo 
fharpe and bitter, nempe homiml^mfrof4nisqHit4nt$im\ 
Phihfiphice juMcdttt. ConHder and obferue by this, 
that in Csilmnr judgement, they that wiH judge of the 
Morall Law Philofophically, they are fuch as are of. 
fended with it grieuoufly, and liue profanely. CotiH- 
dcralfo, that feeing theDoArineof the Morall Law, 
deliuered exprefly and^iftinftly in writing to the Ifra- 
elites, was for that time a lingular priuit^e and 
pledge of their adoption, aboue and before allother 
people, ( if you wiH abfolutely cancell this writing", 
and depriue vs of all lawfull vfe of this. Law, being 
fo holy and hcauenly a DoftrJIie and rule dt goodi- 
liuing) conOderl fay, left you make vsChriftians iA 
worfe eftate than the lewes, and in as bad as the Gen- 
tiles, our priuiledge lelTethan the Ifraelites according 
to the flefli, and our portion no better than theirs who 
areftrangers fiom the life of God, according to the 
faith. " *Sut ( you fay ) hew the MorM Lawcdn be in 
" force TheeUgfcaBj vrtderfteed^ being uo w^rrstnf in 
" Scripture for it, you csnnot fee. If you wanted light 
only, fome helpe slight be had, but if you want fight 
too^ we haueno faculty nor faitlrof mirades, to make 
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a blinde man fee i only we will lay tt^maccer fo plainly 
in open vieyv, that he chat can and wiU^fee, (hall and 
may fee, thac which ypu fay you cannoclee. To this 
end ic is very requificechac we fife out your meaning, 
what it is to vnderftand the Morall Law Theologically. 
By the oppofitipn which you make of rnderftanding 
ic Philofophically, and Theologically, it (hould feeme, 
chat as chey vndemand ic Philofophically, which vn- 
derftand ic naturally by the lighc of nacurall reafon 
only, wichouc the written Woid, or reuealed will of 
God, without any ordinary meanes of illumination, 
or inftru£tion, and fo beholding the matter of the 
MorallLaW) but very darkly and confiifedly, and fee* 
ling the worke in their hearts by their conlcience wit« 
iieffing, and their thoughts accufing or excufing one 
another, and their wils grudging anorebelling againl{ 
the tenor of ic : So doe chey vnderftand che Morall 
[Law Theologically, which befidesthe natural] light 
and fight of the Law^ written by nature in their heans^ 
doeoonfider it and receiue it as the vyricten Word of 
God, as an expnife forme of a principal] part of the 
reuealed will ofGod, a right ruleof direQionfor re- 
ligion, and religious conuer(ation, a portion of the 
Couenant of Grace, as it i$ wdeten in our hearts by the 
finger of Gods Spirit, a part of (Sods image which in 
the new man is created aner God in righteoufnefle and 
tme holineiTe I the Itnowledge whereof they attalne 
vntoby the word of Grace, andthefenfe and feeling 
of the worke thoreof by the fpirit of Grace, fo.behol- 
1 dinjg the beauty thereof more deetdy and diftin£lly, 
land feeling the power thereof more efFeAually, and 
obeying the prec^ts thereof more willingly, and 
looking for the acceptance of their impcrfeft obedi* 
ence, m and by the only perfeft and abfolute obedi- 
ence of Chrift lefus only. They thac thus, 1 fay, doe 
vnderftand the Morall Law to be in force in the daies 
of theGofpell, (as for ought I know the beftDmines 
/ ^ and 




and beft Chriftians doe ) doe vnderftandicTheologi* 
cally^ which as yet, you fay^ you cannot fee that you 
can doe. lumm that great SchoUcr atid worthy Di- 
uine^ in his Booke de TheohgU^ will helpe you co 
J light your candle^ if that wilfdoe you any good in 
this your darlcndle. He gines this deiinitioa of The- 
ology ; The0hgU eft rerum divifiarmn fafuntU : and 
this oiuifion | TheologU eft dfy^wim mmirum Deiiffim 
fMfiemay MHt efl ttrumf A De0 irfort/Mtd. And leauing 
the former rather tohe adored than curioufly inquired 
into, he afterwards fubdiuides the latter to be Tbeoli^ 
giM vifitniSi ot Reveldfhms : and then he tdi vs, that 
this Tbe^hgiM reviUtUnist i% cither rndtmra/is, or fiper^ 
9t4tHr4lu I and in handling thefe two, he wonhily fec^ 
teth forth the weake fight and light of humane vnder- 
ftanding tad reafon, according to the principles and 
concluuons of the Law of Nature, and noreth the er- 
ror, obfcuricy, and infuflEiciency of this naturall wit 
dome therewithall : And then a little after, he defines 
the abfolute fupematUrall Theology (whicHdothef* 
pecially concerne the prefent bufinelfe ) after this man- 
ner : Theohgid atfolmtediSd efifdficntU rerum divi- 
Pforttm feeuffdrnm vcritdiem divinam i De9 mjpiratdi 
& per enfrntUthum fprmemm in Cbrifio c^mmijfd fir^ 
vif ejtUy dtqne in Tefldmento Retire & Novo per Pro- 
phetdi, jipofiolost & Eudngilijtds configndid^ qudntnm 
ejm hicnoiisexpedit nveldri ddgUrUm ippuiy & Ste^ 
iiornm bonnm.

C^iWMrhauingrebtdted them chat |uc%eflr/V;^^ ^ ^ ^ 
of dieMor^Uw, addeckthdc words, toftewthereft^^^]^^^ 
is now a Tbcologicall vft cf ki JUe vera legit npm 
Tb0$U pc m eft ejttU nihtl dmi peufi ^memJeiegetuh 
imfirm$ mtjt^iamy, mertemdrntt^x^ afferrt. And as 
be fliewech|tlus ia ote HkeoldgioA yfe oftliit Law by 
difeoiKktngMirigbitoa^ 
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deack^ fo doth he afrcrwards in the fame place^ finde 
ouc another Theologicallvre of it : Vhi ant cm intm 
carMus legem fuam infcHlf^t^ ftmni fredefi extcrhr 
deHrirutUgu : ^ enim fUios fm$s gubemat ^iritn rr- 
geneTMtienUf at (tmultdmen vebt ad vocem ^ucqucfuam 
effc at tent OS & dociles : That fo foone as the Lord hath 
mitten hie Law in onr hearts^ then doth the etofirine of 
the Law doe vs goody making his children by his Qfirit 
more teachable and tVARalle to heare and obey his yrill. 

Innim alfo in his learned Booke de vera Theologia, 
brings in the Morall Law^ jhs Aforalct as oppoHte to 
the Law of t^ture^ whkh he calleth, jns Nat$tra, and 
there very plainly auerreth^ that the Morall Law is a 
principall or fpeeiall part of the fubjcA of true and fa- 
cred Theology. His words be thcfe : Hoc vero jhs 
mornm^no homines ad Denmoportet accederCi ^ facra 
voluntati ejns sfHommaximo fieri foteflcof^ormari^ fa* 
era TheolegiaexfonitferfefHffmh Now if facred Theo- 
logy doemoftpeiieftly expound the Moral! Law, then 
is the Morall Law [ Theologically vndetftood ] yet in 
force, which youhaue not yettneeiestofee) and not 
inforceoniy [asitistheLawof Nature] as youhaue 
had the face and forehead to affirme. Now becaufeyou 
(ay, ** There is no vsarrant in the Serif tsere for this^ 
*' tloat the Morall Law Theologically vnderjtood is jet in 
*' force y I pray vou anfwer me direAly to this one que- 
ftion^ which I hope will clearethe pointin queftion 9 
Did Saint P4ff/ when hefaid, I had dot l^owne eoncn^ 
fifcenee to be finnCy except the Law hadfaidy Thon/hdlt 
not cBfset : Did he vnderftand the Morall Law Philofi. 
phici or Tbeo^giee f You cannot fay Philofophiciy for 
then he mrghe haue knowne (b much hff the Law 6f 
Nature before bis conucrfion, hauingashehadaidbu* 
ble helpe, the lightof natural! reafon, and the bene- 
fit of Gamaliels DoArine, and yet he adcnowledgeth 
that without the Law, finnewas^lead, i. vntiUll^ad 
aipiritual! infight into the temh CbmojuuMiciBacDt^ 
/ he 
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he had no manner of fenfe and feeling of concupiP 
cence to be finnc againft it. Befides, neither P/at^ nor 
t/frifivtUf nor the wifeft Moralifts that euer wrote, 
could euer fearch into this depth, and finde out this 
truth of God, hid from the eie of Nature in the tenth 
Commandement, that inclinations toiinne, or moti- 
ons and imaginations of finne without confent or 
delight, were to be accounted a breach of the Law, 
and worthy of deatn. If lie then did not vnderiland 
the Law (when he fofaid ) Phtlofifbich, I conclude, 
he muft needs vndeifland it ThioUgici, and fo with- 
out Queftion he did, fpeaking of it fo diuinely, gra- 
cioufiy, and reUgipufly, and difputing of the nature, 
and vfe, fruits, and effeAs thereof, both in the eilate 
of nature and in ^heeftate of grace, fo fpiritually, Co 
feelingly, and efiei^ually. 

For the other plac^.l^nr.j.ji. which you except 
againft, as not plainly expounded by ZMHchitu, 
^'BdCMt^e (youfay-) itmaj ievndirfiopdof thiwhclg 
*' Law^ as well Cerem^nidll Oi any other, dfnt that far 
'' the time fafi : Doe you not offer Zaaehim fome 
hard meafure, in charging him to expound it of the 
Morall Law only, whidi he doth not, and the Apo- 
fUe alfo, faying, '^ he fpenketbcfthgtime fufi, whereas 
the words which the ApofUevfeth «7«f>vf4i/9 4uui 
l^Sfj^ are both of the time prefenc ? And doe you 
not fee, how in yeelding this place to be meant of 
the Morall Law, though not of it only , you doecon-^ 
uince your felfe of an error, in going about to abolifli 
the *Morall Law, which by contefQng the truth with 
the Apoftle you doe now eftabUfh i . 

Asibr Ers^tetf wehaue feene enough of his minde 
already, : and ^returned you iMore by way of recom- 
pencB-and (atisfaftion from his writings, than you 
will b» willing to recciue either from his or our 
hands. And here you fall into a great. commenda* 
cton io(Ef4fimm, an impAtinent and nieedlciTe peece 
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ok icmicc, and wonhy aoochei aniwcrdlan wis once 
^ucD in a like cafe ^ Qms jjffdfo vkmffrmr f But you 
fiqr wkh fofncindtgnacioB^ . *' His fttrsfhr^t though 
*' Cdrnmottifd tokc jbiui in Chtrcbcs^ is too m$tch nog* 
'^itS^eJ. That is a £uik i And tocks ( yioii fay ) i^ 
** farro momttr qtudiij . mre wmh efieowoi. That I 
feare mc is a fcomfail float* If you aiine ac chc Dc- 
feneo of the Afologj oftho Chunk of Em^mti^ now 
comtnatidcd to be had in the Cborches y conifidef I 
pray you there is roome enough for both^ and though 
the Apology be admitted, yet the Pdnflii^ is not ex* 
duded. Can you not thinke well and fpeake well of 
Erdfrntu his gold^ but youmoft caft out fome words 
of difgrace againft . our lowol f Let the Ring and the 
Diamond haue eidier of them their due pace and! 
praife. If herein I mille of your meaning, bcarc with 
my miftaidm, and hereafter either ipeakc more plain- 
ly, or not fo dangerou%. 

As for that which foiloweth, you bring me fuch 
con&fed ftuflEe, fach flircds and peeccs, gathered here 
and thereout ofLitf^rron GaUth Be^.x Cor.y li. 
Attgtfi.de f^irit.&ht^2s is'wonderfiiU I One Simile 
rumes after your fifi fo£tioa cone many a mile be- 
fore, another looks hard after tbegenendl poin^ and 
dKn yott conclude wkh an exhortation, and then 
( bauing made an end before you had done ) you come 
m with a word or two to illufbatc your iecond feAion, 
I cannot but concchie that now your head grew maay, 
oreHefaauingcutyottcgarmcnttDofliorc^ orputfonh 
your arose fmher tkaayotir flecue would r^idi,you 
runneand feeke about for peeca andpatiches, flttwe 
and ftups, to fee if you am make vp that wbidi | 
you haue manred, aeuer regardiiig now they ftice 
wkh your Aift for mattery or colour, i> ilry may 
patcb-vp ^ur coat and fouc your turns tiiyour^wiie 
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asyoufay^ for the abolifiimcnr of all Lawcs by Cbrift. 
For in the fir({ place^ ff^. i y6. a. k. he fpc^ech of the 
abolUhingof tne lewifn Ceremonies, where once one 
hath put on Chrift lefus : fvbcrt Chrifi u fat en 
( faith he ) there is^ neither lew tier Circ$tmc$fioft, nor 
Ceremwj of the Lj» swf vme. For Chrifi bdth aioli^ 
(hed ditthe Litmeryf Mefesthat euer r^ere : hemea- 
neth all fuch as mighc accafe or terrifie a bclee- 
uing confdence, and fland in oppolition vnco 
Christ^ as the vrords foUowiog doe tnanif^y 
deolare« 

And in the next place, fdf^ lyy. he fpeakedi of the 
abolifhment (rf^ all Lawcsindeed, buconlyinthemac- 
ter of juftificatioa before God, defouin^ of grace and 
iternall life. WiU yoo bearehim^ldiuer bismindein 
his tlf¥mt wiords? ffoi hMthimi§ii{iuitYiht) mmmf 
Orditumees^ Lmmes^ Dt€ri0$i etmdkimdesof Ufe^ bmtM 
thefehelfemtbi9igtoiefertt§ grsee^ imd to Bh^oier- 
nail l^m So fMM»7^ 4r# jm/hfiedtherefhte^ Mre jnfi^d 
fiotiythe obfertuuion eftmeim f^tp, nor Gods Lumo^im 
tj Chrifi sUone^ who bitth ^oHfiked mB Lnwee. Ilide 
be Z^vflwr/ owne^ords. Nowif you wiUnecds coiw 
dude herieupon, cbac Luther is of opinion that the 
^ole Morail Law is wholly abolilhed, fhcaild you 
not deale injurioufly with hifn^ and decettfiilly wkh 
vs i Tou bane beene already cold of the fijlaeie, ji 
diEh ficmtdmrn ^ttid. ad diSam fimpUdfer: you haue 
here occaHon to remember it againc. 

Tour laft place of Lmtier, fag. 223; hidi beene 
anfwered before, and fo hath that of Btzdt^ in a Cor. 
3. II. and that al(b which you repeat againc of the 
perpetuity of the Decalogue in Nature, and the 
peipetuity of it in Ditiiniry , vaoo all which f iay 
now no more, but if I cannot fta'y you, but you 
will needs Crdmben hie coU^tm fonere^ you ihall 
not draw tne to tafte any more thqreaf, tne ABnm 
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Nam qtutcunqi^fedens modp legerat, hdc eademfiam 
Proferet^ attjue eadcmcantabit verpiwijfdcm. 
Occidst nuftros crmnbi refetitd Magiftros. 

One thing there is in the laft claufej touching the 
perpemity of the Decalogue in Nature^ where you 
haue interlaced as an exception again ft the perpetuity 
of the foiuth Comnandement $ '' The MoraB Law 
" or DecalogMe ( 6y you ) is perpetujtll in nuture^ fa-- 
*' mng the jourth Commandement. And why I pray 
you IS not the fourth Commandcmcnt perpetuall in 
nature as well as the reft, if it be Morall as well a$ 
the reft i why is it only mortall and the reft perpctur 
all ? If it be Ceremoniall abfolutely, then h^w 
comes it to palfe that it was deliuered by. thevoicedf 
God, and written by the finger of God in Tables of 
Stone, being one amongft the reft of the Ten Cooh 
mandements of the Morall Law, which are all perpe- 
tuall in nature i feeing nothing abfolutely Ccrcmo- 
niall amongft all the Ordinances of Mofesy was eucr 
fo deliuered, or fo written i Againe, bow can that be 
a Ceremony which was giuen ofGod vnto man in the 
cftate of innocency, when yet there was no finne^ aqd- 
fo no need of a Sauiour, and therefore no vie for any 
Ceremony, to fignifie or fet forth either one or other. 
That there was fomething Cereaioniall in the fourth 
Commandement, as it was fpecially giuen by Mofes 
to the I ewes in their Legall worfliip$ as that Seuenth 
day which they did celebrate, their ftri£t reft from all 
bodily labour, their Sabbath daies journey, thdr kind- 
ling of £re,,&:c. we doe not deny $ but that therefore 
the fourth Commandement is not morall, nor pejpe- 
tuall in Nature, this doth not nor you cannot pioue. As 
for that which you alledge out of jiugufimey deffarif. 
&l$t. C4f. 14. I In deiem pntceptu, excepts SMati 
cifervdtUne, dkatttr mihi, qttidnonfit otjervandMmd 
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CbriflioHo : ] 1 cannoc buc wonder and wonder againe, 
that you going about to batter downe the fourth 
Commandement, and borrowing an Engin out of 
Attguftine for that purpofe^ hauein your Hmplicity 
brought with you fuch a one, as doth not demoliOi, 
butvnderprop and eftablifli all the reft of theCom- 
mandements of the Morall Law, to be now of force 
and vie, amongftall Chriftians. Fori may fay out of 
Augttfiwe alfo as you doe : Dicatttr mibi in decern 
praceptfs quid non fit a ^hriftiano ohfervandum ? Let 
anj man Jhewmewhat there is in the Ten Commdnde- 
ments of the MotaIL Law^ which is not now to be obfer- 
nedof all Chrifiians? As for the Sabbath which An- 
fnfline feemethto except, hemeanechthelewifhand 
Legal! Sabbath,taking it in theletter for corporal! red, 
and that figuratiucly, as (ignifying both a rcit from iin 
(which he rakes to be that fervUe opus^ from which the 
lewes mud reft) and the heauenly reft alio, of which he 
thinks the Sabbath was a type. And vnto this I (ay, 
Wliatfocuer tyiugufUne can prouc by the euidence of 
the Scripture, to be Ceremoniall and lewifli in the 
fourth Commandement, we will not challenge that 
to be morall nor pcrpetuall : But if he only (ay, the 
fourth Commandement is (igurariuely to be vnder- 
ftood, and that no corporall reft from labour, but a 
(pirituall reft from fiime is th ere fignified and comman- 
jed^ and that rdrp9r4/r ocinm Sabbatic is not to be ob« 
lemed of a Chri(lian, becaufethat figure is fulfilled in 
^ drift, and yet doe not proue what ne faiesout of the 
^ord of God 3 we will take that good leaue and liber- 
ty which dfewhere he hath siuen, not to beleeue it, 
becaufehchathfaid it, but becaufehe hath brought 
fomcprobable reafbn ot euidence of the Saipture to 
perfwade vs of the truth of it, and vntill then to ftand 
perfwaded as we doe, that euen the fourth Comntan- 
dement as well as the reft of the Morall Law (excep- 
ting fomc Itwifh CcremoViies annexed thereunto ) is 
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yet in force^ not only as the Law of Nature^ and Phi* 
lofophically confidercd, but Theologically and in true 
Diuinity, truly vndcrdood. And here, wc pray you, 
notto Hiiftakc vs in this point concerning Auguft^mes 
judgement: he doth not abfolutclyaboJifhthefourth 
Commandementjin abrogating, the Legall and lewifli 
Sabbath, but that he teacheth and maintaineth that 
though the day be changed, which was the feuenth 
obfcrued from, and for the Creation, yet the fitftday 
of the weeke fucceeded it, in regard of Chrifts refur- 
re^tion^ called dies Domi>7iGHs by S. lohn^ celebrated 
in holy duties by thcApoftles; and that as luMiwfsitkf 
nsn humana traditioncy fed Chrifli ipfius chfeyv^itme 
atefueinfl-itHtOy and fo commended to the Churches and 
receiaed by them, as AugHftine hirafelfe confclfeth a»d 
declareth more at large elfewherc. 

Now whereas you fay, '* That the Holy Gbofiinthe 
" New Tfftament doth not exaB natttrallpreceftSy fmh 
'^^ df the Decalogue is^ for that is ffiifilledsn one ward 
^^Loue^ GaL 5. 14. I anfwer^hercunto. That if you 
haucas great fehcity, as I fee youhauc facility to con- 
tradia yourfclfe, and to marre with one hand what 
you hauc made with the other^ you arc worthy more 
pitty than blame, and hauc more need at thisprefenc 
of a Phyfitian to purge you, than of a Diuineto an- 
fwer you : Notwichftanding we will yet make triall, 
whether you can be fenfiblc of your error, and fee 
what you hauc faidor done amille herein, by asking 
a queftion or two, and crauing your direft anfwer 
to the fame. I deinand then, Isnot theEpiftletothe> 
Galatbians a part of the New Teftament ? Yes it is. 
And did not the Apoftic Paul penthatEpiftleby the 
inftinft of theHolyGhoft ? No doubt he did. And 
did nor the Holy Ghoftby Paul, require and cxaft of 
the GMthianSf the duty of loue ? Ye$ he did, for he 
commands them vcrfe 13. Toferue one another by lo$ie. 
lAtidis not this louebodi afruit^ffaitfa^.^ a duty 
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of che Morall Law i Yes indeed it is boch, for in 
this vety Chapter, the Holy Ghoft tcftificrh chat a 
true faith worketh by lone, Vcrfc 6. and in the 14. verfe 
( crcwhilc allcdgcd ) tcllcth vs alfo, that this workc 
or duty of loucmuftbe mcafurcd by the Morall Law, 
Vor ( faich he ) the whole Law u fulplled in thU^ Thou 
fhdt.lou^ thy neighbour as thy f elf e. Why now you 
haue dealt honeuly, you haue anfwered dire^ly and 
truly. Gather vp your feuerall anfwcrs now, and 
bindethemvpih one propoHtion and you willfinde 
that as JivTiP^ vepv-nJiSi arc wv^oii^ti your fecond 
thoughts arc often wifcr than the firft, fo your latter 
poficion is better and truer than your former oppofi* 
tion. Yom former oppofiiion was, '*That the Holy 
" GhofttHthe New Teft4ment doth not exail naturall 
^^ precepts t ftich as the Dccalogtte ( cr Morall Law ) is^ 
^^for thsU is fulfilled in one word, Loue^ gal.s^^^' and" 
now your latter and truer pofition is this ) That the 
Holy Ghoft in the New Tcftamenr, euen inthcEpiftlc 
to the GalathianSi doth require loue, not as a naturall, 
but as a fpirituall and morall duty, being both a fruit 
of faith, and the fumme and fubftance of the whole 
Morall Law, ^<i2/.5.<>« and 13.14. Certainly if your 
left hand be not better able to defend your fclfe than 
your rishc hand hath bccnc to offend your aducrfary, 
you will feele the fmart of your ownc weapon thus 
beaten downe vpon your ownc head more fcnfibly 
hereafter in a better mood, than yet you can doc for 
the prefent,inyourhot bloud. 

As for that peece which you patch , and adde to 
the fame fentcnce, *'That none of the works tf the 
" f^irit are properly commanded in the Decalogue. W ha t f 
None of the works of the fpirit commanded in the De- 
calogue properly ? This is a proper lie with a witnelfc. 
Tell mc I pray you, arc not the works of th* fpirit 
there commanded, where the works of the flcOi arc 
forbidden 2 . Are not adultery, formication, idolatry, 
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wicchcrafc^ hatred, heredes^ murcher, drunkenncdc, 
and che reft mentioned Gals* x 9,20,2 1. Are not all 
chtf e forbiddcji in che Law, and che concrary vercues 
or duties, as chafticy, purity, piccy, charity, &c. com- 
manded in che fame alio i Take che Law as PatU ukesr^ 
ic, HOC as ic (lands in oppoHtion to the Gofpell, but as^ 
it ftandsin commmiionand conjunAion with ir, and 
the fame fpiric of truth fpeaketh mboth, and requires 
fpirituall duties in both, as the fruits of righceouuicirc 
and holinelfe, to thepraife and glory of God by Chrift 
Icfus. Belides fuch as che Law it feUe is, namely fpiri- 
tuall, holy, )uft and good, fuch mull alfo che works 
of the Law needs be», Laftly, S. lames bcares wic- 
nelTe hereunto very plainly and efFedually, faying. 
If jou fHlfiUshe ro}4dlLavf according to the Scrtftme 
[ Thou (halt Uue thy neighbour as shy ftlfe j jee doe well. 
This che fpiric fpcakecn vnco che Ghurches by lawses 
vpon che fame ground of che Morall Law, and rhac 
noc only in chat general! fumme of the fecond Ta- 
ble [ Lou€ thy neighbour as thj felfe ] buc in mencio- 
ning fome of che ipftciall Gommandemencs, as, Doe 
DOC commit adultery,. D^e not kill $ prouing alfo that 
the Chriftians to whom he writes among thetweluc 
Tribes now difpcrfed, (land now bound to obey che 
whole A4Qrall Law. Firll, becaufe if chey faile in one 
poinc, chey are guilty of all % as if chey commit no adul- 
tery ,yet if chey kiU,t hey are become tranfgrellor s of the 
Law. Secondly^. becaufe they are charged nor only to 
(hunne that which iseuill,bucto follow that which is 
good, and that according to this rule of the Morall 
Law, as in the very next verfe the fpiric fpeaketh and 
commanded!: So gfeal^e yee and fo doe, as they that 
fhall be fudged by the Lavs of liberty. I would you 
would cake chcpaines co reade Augufimes Epiftlevnco 
Hierome, touching cheexpo(icion of chis place of Saint 
lames $ you (hall cherel doubc nor, finde him of an 
other mindecban your felfe^ fbrchccominuiiigt>ftbc 
/ office

ofHce and vfe of the Morall Law^ in binding all 
Chriftrans to alt dudes of loue, euen in thedaiesof 
the Gofpcll, required in the fame. The like you 
may alio fee in his firll Booke, de doHrinm Chriflians^ 
in his Bookcs^^ litern & fpirifa, ^ centra advcrfarium 
Legis& 'Prophetarum. 

And now hauingdeliuered your felfe of your maine 
buOneire, ^ndrid your hands of chat confufed ftuffe 
which ftuckc in your fingers y you arc at leafure to 
bring ys in a Simile to illuilrace, as you fay, the con- 
clufiofl of your fift feftion, and another to illuftrate 
the generall point. If your fcAion and your point 
haueno greater light than your Similtcs bringthem, 
they may both Humble and fall in the darke, for all 
the helpc that they (hall haue by their mcanes. I haue 
heard, that tJullum S$mtle currtt qnatuor pedibus ^ no 
Simile runs vpon foure feet) but how (hall thatrun, 
or goe, or ftand, which being maimed and ftarke 
lame, hath neuer a found neither Icgge nor foot 
acalU 

\( yenkezixd England, in your fuppofition^ were 
vnder one and the fame Kiiig and Gouernour, vnder 
the fame Law and Lawgiuer, yet with fome difference 
of circumftance, conHdcring the diuciHty of place, 
people, and condition, for a feafon, vntill the Kings 
fonneand heirc take the gouernment more eminently 
and confpicuoufly vpon him, at which time tic (hall 
renew the former Lawesj remouing all difference of 
circumftance, and eilabhlhing thef<rme Lawesin fub- 
ftance, by writing them in fairer Tables, and confir- 
mmgthem by better both feales and witnelTes, vnto 
them both as to one people : I would then know of you 
out of the depth oiyomEngliflb or Venetian policy ,whc- 
ther nowche^iTiff/i^if Lawes being brought and read, 
eicher to coadcmne or acquit a man accufed, or to giue 
dircAion for order and gouernment here with vs, we 
in EngUni might not hold our felues bound by vertue 
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oi' chofc Lawes to yecld obedience thereunto accor- 
dingly,and yet not as vnto the Vcnet'tAn Lawes ( as^for- 
tncrly t4iey were in diuers circumftances impofed and 
exafted ) but now as vnto the royall Law of one and 
the fame King, who by one and the fame Law^ will 
ruk and goucrne both Venice and EngUnd^ as one and 
the fame people. If you be pleafed to take the light of 
this.compariion in your hand, it will fljcw you (if 
your fight be any thing like ) both thc-vaniry and 
weaknclFc of your conclufion in your fift feftion, and 
the^larknelTe and o b fcurity of yoiur forry Simile, which 
youhaue brought to feta fairer gloirevpoBchefame. 

Your other Simile which you bring to illuftrate the 
generallpoint^hath'I acknowledge much more light in 
it, if by thegcncrall point you tacane thcLaw giuen by 
Mefesy as it flands in oppoficion againft thcGofpell, 
aocordingtothatof /<?i&«, The LarstwM giuen by M9» 
fesy If fit grace and truth by Chrifi leffit. For whether 
you vnderftand the CcremoniaW or Morall Law, or 
the Prophets, either as interpreters of the fame, orfore- 
tcUers of the good tilings to come imported by any of 
them,itis raoft true ( as you alledgecmt of 2 P<?M, 1 9.) 
That the Dodlrine of the Gofpell doth a« farrc exceed 
for beauty, brig4icnc(re, and gloiy, the Do£trinc of 
CMofcs, and the Prophets, a* the Sunnc-light doth 
Starrc-light, and as the body doth the(hadow, and 
the face of Chrift the veile of cJ^/^/w. In which ref- 
peftChrift himfelfefaidof himfclfc. That hewas the 
true light that was come into the world, and that his 
difciples were happy and bleffcd that fa wthofc things, 
which they faw, and heard the tilings which they did 
heare, whereas many Kings and Prophets had not feene 
^hem,though they had defired to ice them. And in 
regard hereof, he is termed by the Prophet Malachy, 
7 he Smne of right eoufreffe. So then we fay, Thej that 
fate in darkneffe haue feene ir gr^at lights and vnto 
them that fate in the Jhadvw ^ death; hath the light 
J (hined. 
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/bined. WhatToeuer was darknelFein Ceremony ins 
dirpelled^ whatfocuer wasafarre ofFin Prophecy iris 
fulnlled^ andwhacfoeuerwasahandwridngagainft vs 
in the Law oi Mofes^ icis cancelled. Bur whac light
